Riots Occur at Many Points in Mad-

Madrid, February 13—3 p. m.—Music on 
the public squares and a general holiday 
had been arranged as today’s programme 
of the Asturias-Bourbon marriage fes- 
tivities, but all this has been abandoned, 
On account of the attitude of the popu- 
lace. 

With nightfall every approach to the 
Puerta del Sol was jammed with the idle 


populace. Insulting remarks were hurled 
at the police and the civil guard. A 
trumpeter sounded a charge, which was 
made with swords drawn. Heads were 
not spared, many persons were injured 
and there were numerous arrests. 

The scattering crowds sought the shops 
and hotels. All the front doors of the 
Hotel de Paris were smashed in, a great 
crowd assembling there. The police and 
guards charged into the streets leading 
to the Puerta del fol, but the dispersed 
throngs quickly reassembled. . 

In some quarters considerable anxirty 
has been felt as to the outcome of this 
evening, for reports have been circulated 
that the agitators had selected tonight 


for the beginning of an organized out- 
break. sg 


Serious Disturbances, 

As was anticipated, the funeral of Don 
Ramon de Campoamor was attended with 
serious disturbances. The weather was 
beautiful, and enormous crowds gathered 
along the route taken by thé funeral cor- 
tege, which included the members of the 
a 


public instruction. 
mecunted guards were stationed at 
strategic points. Corsiderable disorder 
marked the progress of the procession, 
but the troops, who were in readiness, 
prevented eny very formidable outbreak 
until the end of the city was reached. At 
that point, however, the demonstrators, 
who included many students, raised the 
cry, “Love live liberty,’”’ and, having 
broken up into small parties, proceeded to 
various parts of Madrid to renew the 
demonstration. One band of students be- 
gan to stone a convent in Torija street, 
and the police were compelled to charge 
them. 

In the evening fresh riots took place at 
several points. The gendarmes charged 
with drawn swords, and a number were 
wounded. Thetre were carried into 
pharmacies 1nd cafes. The demonstrators 
replied to the charges of the gendarmes 
with showers of stones. 


Stone Throwing Occurs. 

In the Rue Mentera some serious stone 
throwing occurred. Flower pots and other 
missiles were thrown from the balconies 
at policemen, some of whom were in- 
jured, One boy is said to have been 
killed. The police were obliged to call 
mounted gendarmes, who charged and dis- 
versed the rioters. 

Altogether some thirty arrests were 
mude during the day, including a military 
officer whore arrest resulted in a protest 
by his brother officers, the matter being 
referred to the captain general. 

The authorities have warned the news- 
papers that they must abstain from criti- 
cisms of acts of the royal) family or pub- 
lication of news or comments calculated 
to fan the present agitation. 

During the afternoon the ministers held 
an important ceuncil. The evident inten- 
tion to deal severely with offenders 
egainst public crder seems to be having 
@ most salutary effect. The strong ag- 
gressive methods of the civil guards early 
in the evening resulted in quiet during the 
latter part of it, and Madrid, just before 
midnight, when this dispatch is filed, is 
calm, the guards having been almost en- 
tirely withdrawn. 

Effervescence continues, however, at 
Barcelona and Granada, where the gen- 
@darmes have been re-enforced. At Mal- 
aga, anti-clerical demonstrators stoned a 
newspaper office and a policeman was 
wounded by a revolver shot. , 

Monks Flee in Terror. 

Santander, February 13.—A mob stoned 
the officers of the Catholic journal Atal- 
aya (Watch Tower) yesterday evening, 
shouting ‘“‘Down with the Jesuits.’’ 

The gendarmes had to fire a volley in 
the air and charge the mob in order to 
save the Carmelite monastery, from which 
the monks had fled in terror. The rioters 
fired several shots in reply and then 
marched through the streets. When pass- 
ing Carlists’ houses the occupants poured 


water on the heads of the rioters and the 
latter retorted with stoning the houses. 


LOYAL ADDRESS TO EDWARD. 


‘City of London Assures the King of 
Its Devotion. 

London, February 13.—The lord mayor, 
the sheriffs and aldermen, robed in maza- 
rine gowns, accompanied by civic officers, 
sword bearers, mace bearers and other 
attendants, proceeded in state carriages 
to St. James palace today to present to 
the king a loyal address on behalf of the 
city of London. 

The king and the duke of Cornwall ana 
York, attended by their suite, reachea 
the palace shortly after noon. The cere- 
monial was the same as is observed at a 
levee. All the principal officers of state 
were present. 

The hour fixed for the opening in state 
tomorrow of the first parliament of King 
Edward VII is 2 o’clock in the afternoon.

Countervailing Duty on Russian 
Sugar Will Cause Czar 
To Retaliate 


STRONG PROTEST MADE 
AGAINST GAGE'S ACTION 


Pointed Out That Sugar Trust Gains 
but Little in Comparison with 
What Other Interests Lose. 
Explanation of Sec- 
retary.

Washington, February 13.—(Special.)— 
The possibility of a serious, commercial 
clash with Russia as the result of Secre- 


tary Gage’s decision placing a counter- 
vailing duty upon Russian sugar is the 
overshadowing topic of discussion in 
Washington today, and at the capitol 
there was a general disposition on the 
Part of some republicans to pass severe 
criticisms upon the secretary of the treas- 
ury. 

This action is regarded as so distinctly 
in the interests of the sugar trust and 
so distinctly against the manufacturing 
intertsts of the country that it/ has 
brought from the high protectionists who 
made the tariff laws a renewal of the 
suggestion that Gage ought to be forced 
out of the cabinet. 

As they state the case, it is a bald at- 
tempt of the secretary of the treasury 
to cater to tht wishes of the sugar peo- 
ple without any regard whatsoever to 
the interests of the American manufac- 
tories whose rapidly increasing trade with 
Russia would be diverted to British, Ger- 
mdn and French exporters if Russia 
takes the retaliatory step of imposing 
maximum duties against American goods, 
which she threatens to do. 

Millions Sacrificed to Trust. 

Gage’s free trade principles have made 
him persona non grata with the manu- 
facturing interests of the country from 
the first, and this feeling has broken out 
with intense vigor since this last move 
of his, which is calculated to sacrifice 
more than eleven millions of Russian 
pur@hase of American tron steel 
farm implements in order to save to 
the sugar refining trust a paltry three 
hundred thousand dollar sugar business. 
That is what the Gage order amounts to, 
for there is no question that Russia will 
make good her thréat of prohibitory tar- 
iffs against this country if the counter- 
vailing sugar duty is persisted in. 

When this matter was under considera- 


tended that its treatment of export sugar 
is not in the nature of a bounty and on 
the strength of these assurances the Rus- 
sian officials were given to understand 
that no countervailing duties would be 
levied. Since then, however, the sugar 
trust emissaries have been busy and they 
have certainly won a temporary victory 
in the decision of the secretary of the 
treasury. , 
State department officials do not con- 
ceal their fear that a tariff war such as 
may follow persistence in the Gage policy 
‘would not only greatly injure the busi- 
ness of this country, but might lead 
to strained relations with Russia just at a 
time when the friendship and co-opera- 
tion of the government of the czar is 
most desired. They point out that Rus- 
sia and the United States are standing 
shoulder to shoulder at Pekin, and that 


i only by a continuance of this relation- 


ship can the Chinese problem be solved 

in the interest of civilization and the 

preservation of the integrity of the Chi- 

nese empire which is so essential to the 

future of American trade in the orient. 
Need Russia in China. 

They regard this step taken by the sec- 
retary of the treasury as utterly unnec- 
essary and their view is strongly up- 
held by many of the leading republicans 
in congress. 

Secretary Gage holds that the letter of 
the Dingley law leaves him no discretion 
in the matter and lays it down as a gen- 
eral principle that when there is any 
doubt on a matter of this kind it is his 
duty to decide on the side of the govern- 
ment and demand the extra tariff duties. 
He holds that it will take a judicial de- 
cision to determine whether the Russian 
rebate .of internal taxation on exported 
sugar is or is not a bounty within the 
meaning of the American tariff laws. 

Strong protests against his decision 
poured in upon Secretary Gage and the 
president today from manufacturers of 
all parts of the country. There seems no 
doubt of prompt retaliatory measures be- 
ing taken by Russia, and they believe 
these would lead to great injury to 
American commerce abroad, especially 
when they come at a time when all over 
Europe there is agitation of the probable 
necessity of combining to head off the 
inroads being made by American com- 
merce. The problem precipitated by Sec- 
retary Gage is one of the most delicate 
and important that the administration has 
had to face. , 

Nearly all of the correspondence urges 
that such action upon the part of the 
United States will prove ruinous to our 
export trade with Russia, which already 
has attained to large proportions, with 
prémise of an increase in the future, as 
the Siberian railroad and new trans- 
Pacific steamship lines are opening up. 

Why Gage Acted. 

Inquiry shows that the secretary of 
the treasury took this step, as set out in 
his letter yesterday, with great reluct- 
ance, and only after the most patient in- 
vestigation into the merits of the case, 
It was fully realized that the result of 
the decision to impose the differential 
duty would be injurious to the American

SUGAR TRUST USES GAGE | 
AND TRADE WAR RESULTS 
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Washington, February 13.—The senate 
held two executive sessions today, with 
the result that all the presidential nomi- 
nations to the office of brigadier general 
were confirmed. The nominations which 
caused discussion were those of Generals 
Bates, Wood, Grant and Bell. Senator 
Pettigrew criticised General Bates’s nom- 
ination because that officer had negotiat- 
ed the Sulu treaty, which treaty he at- 
tacked sharply. 

Senators Teller and Rawlins also joined 
in the criticism of the Sulu treaty. They 
referred especially to its recognition of 
the institutions of slavery and polygamy 
which they claimed was repugnant to 
the tastes of the people of this country 
as well as to the constitution. No one, 
however, made objection to General 
Bates’s confirmation when the time for a 
vote was reached. 

Criticism of Wood. 

The criticism of General Wood was con- 
fined to the fact that his military record 
is not extended. Senators Bate, of Ten- 
nessee, and Jones, of Arkansas, objected 
to the nominations of Generals Wood, 
Grant and Bell on the ground that their 
nominations constitute’ a breach of the 
rule of seniority in the army, and excep- 
tional emphasis was laid upon General 
Wood's nomination on that account. It 
was held to be unfair to other officers 
who had seen long service in the field. 

Senator Pettigrew contended that Gen- 


_ 
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eral Wood was without practical experi- 
ence in the art of war and as a leader 
of men. He said the general had gone 
into the army as @ contract surgeon and 
had done very little fighting. If, he said, 
that sort of favoritism was to be con- 
tinued, the West Point military academy 
might as well be abolished. 


Among those who:spoke in support of 


the president’s right to appoint as he 
had done were Senators Cockrell and 
Pettus, both democrats, who said as the 
law conferred the discretion of selecting 
officers regardless of the rule of seniority, 
and as the selection in this case ap- 
peared to have been wisely made, they 
could not see their way clear to cast 
their votes against his nominations in 
this particular instance. 
Lodge Upholds Wood, 

Senator Lodge upheld the nominations. 
He said that criticism of a man who 
had done so much for the country as 
General Wood had. done at a critical time 
is preposterous. He called attention not 
only to the general’s achievements as 
governor of Santiago and as governor 
general of Cuba, but to his military ca- 
reer in Cuba and elsewhere, mentioning 
the fact that he had received a medal 
for bravery in Indian warfare. Mr. 
Lodge having stated that General Wood 
was in the battle of Santiago, Mr. Petti- 
grew called attention to the fact that 
Mr. ' Lodge, in his histggy of the Cuban

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war, had not mentioned General Wood 
in connection with that battle. 

The explanation was made on behalf 
of the president that he especially desired 
to reward General Wood for his services 
in Cuba, and that he thought his rank 
should be high in case he should be called 
to discharge other high offices in the 
future. No roll call was demanded on 
the confirmation of the nominations.

The Russian government has 
given notice that if the attempt is made 
by the United States to lay this eounter- 
vailing duty, it must respond by impos- 
ing the maximum tariff rates upon Amer- 
ican exports to Russia."

Russia has a regular tariff schedule, 
but by commercial treaties reduced rates 
are granted certain eountries. Although 
we have no reciprocity treaty with Rus- 
sia, she has given us the benefit of these 
reduced rates, and a healthy growth of 
our exports to Russia has been going on, 
particularly in Siberia. Under such cir- 
cumstances it would be. unfortunate, in 
Mr. Kasson’s opinion, if at this time Rus- 
sia suspended the lower rates and placed 
the higher rates against our goods. It 
would, he said, operate especially against 
American machinery and manufactured 
articles, which have been building up a 
large market in Russia. 


CHOATE REMAINS IN LONDON. 


Ambassador Will Not Go Into Mc- 
| kinley’s Cabinet, 
Washington, February 13.—(Special.)— 
Ambassador Choate is to remain at his 
post in London during President McKin- 
 ley’s second term, or so long as he may 
desire to do so. This announcement comes 
from the white house as the result of a 
revival of the rumor that Mr. Choate 
was to be cabled into the cabinet to serve 
as attorney general. It is understood 
that the president made a tender of the 
cabinet position to Mr. Choate several 
weeks ago, as it was his désfre to get the 
strongest possible man to succeed Attor- 
ney General Griggs. Mr. Choate is, how- 
ever, not disposed to look with favor upon 
the suggestion and has expressed a pref- 


( erence to remain where he is if this is 


satisfactory to the president. It is, of

RIVERA PLEADS 


He Doesn't Want Question of 
Future Relations Settled 


STRIKES. UNITED. STATE 


Doesn’t Want This Country To Have 
Coaling' Stations and Control 
Foreign Affairs of Island. 
Constitution Has Been 
Edited. 


Havana, February 13.—The Sntshing 
touches were given today to the constitu- 
tion by the editing committee, who will 
report the corrected project to the con- 
stitutional convention tomorrow, when it 
will undoubtedly be adopted. 

At the last moment the reference to 
“pernicious foreigners’’ was struck out, 
and a clause was inserted providing for 
two sessions of congress, beginning,_in 
April and November, instead of one. 

Senores Desquesada, Tamayo, Gomez, 
Hilluendas and Silva were appointed a 
ccmmittee to draw up a propoMion de- 
fining the relations to exist between Cuba 
and the United States. 

General Rivera, in a letter to the press, 
objects to the convention making any at- 
tempt to settle the question of future re- 
lations. He says the matter should be 
decided by the republic after the constitu- 
tion has been adopted. 

“If the United States is allowed vwoal- 
ing stations in Cuba and permitted to 
draw up the programme of our foreign 
relations,” he declares, “‘there wil) be no 
features of independence left. Such an 
arrangement would not be living up to the 
resolution of congress.’’ 

On the other hand, a majority of the 
delegates are in favor of touching the 
question now, and probably a meeting 
will be arranged between Governor Gen- 
eral Wood and the committee to consider 
some proposal] that would he acceptable to 
the United States government. The com- 
mittee is expected to report to the con- 
vention next Monday. 

Additional local interest has been given 
to the postoffice fraud cases by the sum- 
moning of General Maximo Gomez as a 
witness. It seemS that one of the clerks 
in the audito>’s department told General 
Gomez last March that there were irregu- 
larities in the matter of allowing dupli- 
cate vouchers. 

The friends of Gereral Gomez assert 
that he explained the condition of things 
to the military authorities, and they con- 
tend that he deserves the credit attaching 
to the exposure of frauds. This is cited 
as a strong argument in favor of his pres- 
idential candidacy. 


COMMONS IN UGLY TEMPER. 


Barred fram House of Lords Because 
of the Peeresses. 

London, February 14.—The withholding 

of the forecast. of the speech from the 


/ithrone and the action of the lord cham- 


berlain in allowing peeresses to monopo- 
lize all space in the house of lords, to the 
exclusion of members of the house of com- 
mons, have caused much frritation. 


‘ This is regarded as a matter affecting 


parliamentary privilege and an early cp- 
portunity will be taken to draw attention 
to the grievance In both houses. There 
be an unseemly 
scramble on the part of 500 commoners 
who will follow the Black Rod's sum- 
mons to the upper house to get into the 
front row and thus to secure a chance 
to enter the gilded chamber. In anticipa- 
tion of this rush a double cordon of police 
has been ordered to attend and keep or- 
der. No more than 200 can possibly gain 
admission. ‘ 

Outlining the probable subjects for men- 
tion in the king’s speech, The Standard 
mentions the Nicaragua canal, the French 
shore, the new civilist, the South African 
war and army reform.

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HARD LINES FOR STUDENTS. 


Russia Is Putting Drastic Measures 


in Force Against Them. 

St. Petersburg, February 13.—The gov- 
ernment is enforcing drastic measures 
against a continuation of the student 
troubles. 

Highteen students of the St. Petersburg 
university were summoned Sunday to a 
police station and were there arrested 
and immediately tried summarily by a 
court under the presidency of Curator 
Sonin, of the St. Petersburg educationa! 
district. They denied having been engaged 
in the forcible obstruction of university 
work, but demanded the annuliment of 
the penalties against the St. Petersburg 
and Kieff students. They admitted they 
were leaders of a peaceful strike, which 
would last until their demands are ful- 
filled.. They will probably receive the 
martyr’s crown, in the form of military 
service. 

Seven other students were summoned 
before the political police and were warn- 
ed that they would be arrested if they 
again approached the university build- 
ings. 

Kieff university is practically idle and 
almost unattended. Of the students con- 
demned to military service 183 have de- 
parted for various contonments, the fur- 
thest being Trans-Caucasia. 

There is a similar ferment in all the 
higher institutions. 


SALE OF DANISH ISLANDS. 


Crown Prince of Denmark Said To 
Oppose the Trade. 

London, February 14.—The Crpenhagen 
correspondent of The Daily News says: 

“The crown prince of Denmark opposes 
the sale of the Danish West Indies to 
the United States. He favors the plan of 
the syndicate which desires to invest cap- 
ital to the islands and to develop them. 
At a meeting of representatives of the 
budget committea and the syndicate a 
compromise was agreed upon to the effect 
that, if the matter has not been settled 
with the United States before March 4th, 
the budget committee is to reject the sale 
and to support the schemes of the syndi- 
cate. 


CLAY AS CLIPPING BUREAU. 


Georgia Senator Watches the Repub- 
lican Newspapers. 
Washington, February 13.—(Spectial.)— 
Senator Clay has compiled an interesting 
lot of extracts from leading republican 
newspapers showing that many of them 
are opposed to the ship subsidy bill. Some 
of these come from newspapers close 
home to the men who are most active in 
support of the measure. hese will be 
used in the speech which Senator Clay 
has prepared showing further reasons 
why the bil) should be defeated. It is 
doubtful whether there will be much 
more discussion of the bill, as, today’s 
indications all tend to emphasize the in- 
dications of yesterday, that the measure 
is to be quietly abandoned. There may 
be some further bluff, but not much 

of it. ’ 


PARKERSBURG MAKES KICK. 


City Goes to Court To Force a Cor- 
rect Enumeration, 
Washington, February 13.—V. B. Archer, 
attorney for the city of Parkersburg, W. 
Va., has filed In the district supreme court 
a petition for a writ of mandamus c)m- 
p2lling the director of the census to make 
a new and accurate enumeration of the 
population of Parkersburg. The petition 
claims the census figures are short by 

3,000 to 5,000 of the actual population. 

The court has issued a rule calling upon 
‘the director of the census to show cause 
why the writ should not be issued and 
prohibiting him from publishing the cen- 
sus of that city until a hearing of the 
case on March 20th.

DOLLARS ARE VANISHING 
AS IMPERIALISM GROWS 


Appalling Extravagance of the Re- 


publicans Is Pointed Out by 
Richardson and Others. 
More Money Spent Than 
During Civil War. 


Washington, February 13.—The house 
devoted today, excepting an hour and a 
half consumed in counting the vote and 
promulgating the result of the presi- 
dential election, to the sundry civil appro- 
priation bill, General debaté upon this 
measure was completed but little actual 
progress was’ made with the bill. During 
the debate the opposition opened a gen- 
eral assault upon the extravagence of 
the pregent congress, Messrs. Bell of Col- 
orado, Richardson of Tennessee, and 
Cochran of Missouri, in turn making 
speeches. Messrs. Cannon of Illinois and 
Moody of Massachusetts defended the 
record of congress in the matter of ap- 
propriations. 

Mr. Bell, of Colorado, a member of the 
appropriation committee, took the floor 
with a speech against the “‘‘unprecedent- 
ed extravagance of the present con- 
gress.”” He said it was time the people 
became alarmed at the rapid growth of 
expenditures. So callous had congress 
become to vast increases in the appro+« 
priations, he said, that it was considered 
almost disreputable to call attention to 
the extravagance of the government. 
He produced figures to show that in a 
single decade the per capita cost of carry- 
ing on the governmental machinery had 
increased from $4.75 to $10. The session 
at this point was suspended to permit the 
counting of the electoral vote. 

Appalling Extravagance. 

Upon the conclusion of these .ceremo- 
nies Mr. Cochran, of Missouri, made an 
attack upon the recklessness of the ap- 
propriationgs in this congress. He de- 
clared that the total appropriations for 
the next year, if reckoned in gold, would 
exceed the appropriations in 184, when 
the federal government had 1,200 ships 
on the sea maintaining a blockade from 
Galveston to the Chesapeake, and 1,000,- 
000 men on land engaged in the most tre- 
mendous military enterprise in the his- 
tory of the age. 

Later, speaking of our. policy in the 
Philippines and China, Mr. Cochran said: 

‘Talk about progress and Christianity, 
if progress and Christianity mean mareh- 
ing under many flags of plunderers and 
the swords of Christian soldiers dripping 
in the blood of plundered people, it is 
time to quit or fling away the masquerade 
and say, ‘progress has turned freebooter, 
Christianity slumbers and God is dead.’ ”’ 
(Democratic applause.) 

Mr. Cochran also argued that from any 
economic standpoint, ‘‘the game’’ in the 
Philippines was not worth the cost. “‘We 
have already,’’ said he, “spent money 
enough there to build the Nicaragua ca- 
nal, to fortify every foot of its course, to 
construct the new warships we need, and 
we are today no nearer peace than when 
the first gun was fired.”’ 

Richardson on Avpropriations. 

Mr. Richardson, of Tennessee, the mi- 
nority leader, also commented upon the 
vast total of the appropriations at this 
session of congress, which, he said, would 
reach $800,000,000. Four years ago, when 
President McKinley’s administration be- 
gan, the annual appropriations were 
about $470,000,000. He conceded that the 
appropriations would naturally increase 
every year, but why, he asked, this prod- 
igous increase to over $800,000,000. 

The war had been over two years and 
could not be charged with these in- 
creases, for they were not confined to 


the army and navy appropriation bills. 


There was an increase in every one of the 
appropriation bills. 

“Did you not vote for the river and 
harbor and the postoffice appropriation 
bill?” asked Mr. Hepburn, of lowa. 

“What if I did?’ replied Mr. Richard- 
son. “I.could not stand here and hold 
back appropriations for which liabilities 
have been created.’’ 

Mr. Moody, of Massachusetts, chal- 
lenged Mr. Richardson to point out a sin- 
gle appropriation in the sundry civil Dill 
which could be omitted. 

Mr. Richardson said he would, do so. 

‘While the gentleman is talking about 
cutting down expeditures,’’ observed Mr. 
Moody, “I will ask him whether he did 
not vote for a soldiers’ home in Tennes- 
see.”’ 

Mr. Richardson—I did. 
imously, I believe. 

Mr. Moody—It did not. I voted against 
it. Did not the gentleman also vote for 
the Bowman act claims?’ 

Mr. Richardson—I did. 

Mr. Moody—The gentleman and I agree 
en the necessity for holding down appro- 
priations. The trouble is that he always 
votes for them, while I vote against 
them. ‘ 


It passed unan.- 


Gage Is Criticised. 

Proceeding, Mr. Richardson pointed out 
as one of the appropriations in the bill 
which should be omitted the item of $136,- 
000 for the rent of temporary quarters for 
the New York custom house, and in this 
connection criticised Secretary Gage for 
his course in connection with the sale of 
the old custom house site. 

Mr. Cannon, in reply, said the whole 
subject in connection with the sale of the 
custom house had been threshed out in 
the last campaign. The transaction, he 
said, was thoroughly legal and honest. 
the very fact that the Hepburn letter, 
which had been the basis for criticism, 
went into the files of the treasury de- 
partment the day it was received, said 
he, is the best proof of the complete 
honesty of the transaction.

Chicago, February 13.—Mrs. Carrie Na@& 
tion left Chicago for Topeka tonight.’ She 
is under bonds to appear in the Kansas 
capital tomorrow fcr trial in connection 
with her operations in that city. Before 
leaving Chicago she announced that as 
soon as she had “cleaned up things” at 
home she would come back here, and if 
things were not properly taken care of 
by the authorities, she and her friends 
would take matters into their own hands. 

Her meeting with the saloonkeepers, 
which she announced that she would car- 
ry out, did not materialize, and in default 
of having them for an audience she went 
once more to the ssloon at 29 State street, 
where her grandson is manager, and dé<- : 
livered a talk there. She urged her hear- 
ers to abandon both the use and sale of 
liquor and denouncing in the most tun- 
measured terms all those who permitted 
its sale anywhere in the city. As she left 
the place she went up to a woman who 
possessed a rich black eye and remarked: 
“My, my; what a pity. Who gave it to 
you?” 

“You better ask your grandson who 
gave it to me,’’ was the quick retort. “He 
knows as much about the giving of it as 
I do.’”’ 

Mrs. Nation made a stop in a place at 
56 State street, owned by E. D. Dreyfus, 
whom she denounced as a “murderer” 
and ‘“‘devil’s. scullien.”’ “ 

Her meeting at Willard hall tonight, 
which preceded her visits to the saloons, 
was attended by about 300 people, nearly 
all ef them temperance’ people. 

Will Come Again. 

*“‘Now I am going back home for a few 
weeks,”’ she deciared as she closed, “and 
as soon as I have cleaned houses out 
there, and it will not be long, I will be 
back here again, and, if the authorities 
have done nothing and are willing to do 
nothing, we will see what is best to be 
done, and if it is necessary we will go to 
smashing things. We will make some 
souvenirs, I tell you.”’ 

Physical exhaustion and an almost com- 
plete loss of her voice, caused by her out- 
door speaking the past few days. and her 
tour of the levee last night, confined Mrs. 
Nation to her rooms today until the hour 
set for her appearance at Willard’s hall, 
shortly before noon, and compelled her 
to give up her plans for further personal 
visits to the saloons. 

‘But I am going to talk to the saloon 
keepers and bartenders tonight at Wil- 
lard’s hall,””’ said Mrs. Nation. “They 
promised me last night they would come 
to hear me, and [ do hope they will not 
disappoint me.”’ 

Mrs. Nation’s prcegramme for the day 
besides the early afternoon meeting at 
Willard hall included a call on Mayor 
Harrison immediately after that meeting 
and also a brief heart to heart talk with 
Chief of Police Kipley. 

Hundreds of letters, some threatening, 
many commendatory and not a few in- 
closing small amounts of money, are be- 
ing received by Mrs. Nation. Among them 
was one from “Battle Ax Paddy"’ Gleason, 
former mayor of Long Island City, in 
which the latter, after congratulating 
Mrs. Nation on her work, invited her to 
come to New York and placed his batt.e 
ax at her disposal. 

At Willard Hall. 

About fifteen hundred people, a large 
majority of them women, were crowded 
‘into the littie auditorium of the Willard 
hall when Mrs. Nation, escorted by sev- 
eral. local Women’s Chriqian ‘Temper- 
ance Union leaders, pushed ner way down 
to the platform. So great. was the crush, 
in fact, that the meeting was hastily ad- 
journed after Mrs. Nation and one or two 
others had spoken. Many women, crush- 
ed in the struggling mob around the door, 
fainted and were taken out with great dif- 
ficulty. Cheers and applause greeted Mrs. 
Nation as the latter stepped@‘’on the plat- 
form and untied her bonnet strings. 

“Speech, speech,’’ cried the assemblage. 

“Yes. I am going to talk right now.” 
said Mrs. Nation. Mrs. Nation then bit- 
terly upbraided the Woman's Cit-istian 
Temperance Union and the church mem- 
bers in general for tlmir neglect of the 
people of the slums. “They are the peo- 
ple I blame for their condition. They love 
to talk, but it is not in their hearts to 
work, to work in the slums. 

“fT could open the jail doors, I could 
smash every saloon in town, if I had you,” 
said Mrs. Nation extending her arms to- © 
ward the audience. ““We would clean this 
town and instead of sorrows and tears, 
drunkenness, the wails of homeless chil- 
dren, we would have joy and gladness 
and happy homes. 

“I want every boy and girl here to get 
your rocks on hand,”’ continued Mrs. Na- 
tion. Mingled app‘ause and cries of “no, 
no.”’ came from the crowd. 

“Yes, I do,”” she shouted. “If your fath- 
ers and mothers won't protect you; won't 
protect the little chik?ren, get rocks and 
throw them and break windows and 
smash, smash, smash.”’

Mabama’s Senate Debates Pettus’ New 
Measure. 


IT IS LIKE THE TEXAS LAW 


New Pian Finds Some Warm Advo- 
cates on the Floor. 


IS BENG BITTERLY FOUGHT, 00 


Alabama Legislature Has a Day 
Which Is Given Up 
to Talk. 


Montgomery, Ala., February 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The feature of the sessions of both 
the sen@te and the house today was talk. 
Mr. Pettus’s anti-trust bill occupied the 
entire time of the house during the fore- 
noon. Mr. Jones, of Conecuh, moved that 
the bill be recommitted to the committee 
on judiciary. Mr. H@gue, who is chair- 
man of the committee on revision of laws, 
spoke in opposition to the motion to re- 
consider. Mr. Pettus, the author of the 
bill, addressed the house at length upon 
the measure. He did not impute any un- 
fairness to the judiciary committee. The 
committee had held up the bill, but it had 
been done at the instance of the friends 
of the bill. He stated that the bill had 
been drawn upon the best features of the 
Texas and Arkansas law. He called the 
house’s attention to the stringent planks 
of the democratic state and national 
platforms against the trusts. He was 
surprised to see prominent dem- 
ocrats on the house floor opposing the bill 
that would carry into effect the declara- 
tion of the platform. He had letters from 
eleven congressmen of Texas, and other 
prominent citizens explaining and testify- 
ing to the success of the Texas law. He 
had a heated colloquy with Mr. Clarke, 
who also had a passage at arms with Mr. 
Hogue. Mr. Clarke, of Mobile, led the 
fight against the bill. He disclaimed any 
connection with a trust of any kind. He 
was attorney for none and he owned 
stock in none. The law would be inef- 
fectual and useless. He did not know of 
any anti-trust legislation that would be 
effective. He did not believe there was a 
single effective provision in the present 
law. Mr. Jones, of Conecuh, said that he 
was in favor of recommitting the bill so 
that its merits could be better discussed 
and determined. Messrs. Anderson and 
Johnson spoke against recommittal. They 
were in favor of the anti-trust legisla- 
tion. Mr. Troup thought that the bill 
would be harmful to the state and he 
favored its recommittal. On the motion 
to recommit the ayes and noes were call- 
ed for. It was defeated by a vote of 4 
to 43. Before the discussion of the merits 
of the bill had proceeded further, the 
hour for adjournment arrived and the 
consideration went over until tomorrow.

Mrs. Pryor left the car at 
this stairway, and was followed by a man 
who had been on the car. 

Mrs. Pryor Is Struck. 

Mrs. Pryor got half way up the flight 
of steps when she, heard some one bound- 
ing up the stairs after her. She tried to 
man was too Quick for her.

It Is Feared That Another Ves- 
sel Has Gone Down, Involving 
the Lives of Several 
Residents of 8t.

St. Johns, N. F., February 13.—It is 
almost certain that the Lucerne was the 
victim of the disaster near Bacalieu, 
where a lot of wreckage was found yes- 
terday. A message from the agent to 
the owners this evening says: 

“Unidentified wreckage, the same as 
Lucerne’s fittings, found at Lead Cove.”’ 

Her loss involves thirty lives, twenty- 
three of her crew and seven others, ship- 
wrecked seamen and passengers. The sup- 
positionis that she either burst her boilers 
and went to pieces or struck the cliffs and 
foundered. 

It is now feared that another wreck has 
occurred, in this case a sailing’ vessel, as 
a spar belonging to a three-masted 
schooner drifted ashore at Black Head 
this evening with other wreckage which 
could not have belonged to the Lucerne. 
This adds to the depression, because the 
wreck may be a local fishing carrying 
craft, whose loss has involved the lives 
of another eight or ten residents of St. 
Johns. 

Ehynland Makes Port. 

Queenstown, February 13.—The overdue 
American liner Rhynland, from Philadel- 
phia, for Liverpool, arrived here tonight, 
unassisted. Captain Kinn reports that 
eight days ago one of the propeller blades 
was lost. The Rhynland experienced east- 
erly gales for thirteen days, during which 
she made scarcely any progress, Tre- 
mendous seas flooded her decks, but no 
one was injured. Fuel began to run short 
and she anchored in Queenstown harbor 
to obtain seventy-five tons of coal to en- 
able her to proceed to Liverpool.

CIGAR MAKERS ARE STRIKING. 


About Four Hundred Out, Demand- 
ing Pay for Lost Time, 

Tampa, Fla., February 13.—(Special.)— 
Between three and four hundred em- 
ployees of Sanchez & Haya’s cigar fac- 
tory are on strike. They d@mand the 
payment of $10 each for time they ¢laim 
was lost in waiting for material. The 
house refused this and the strike fol- 
lowed. Other demands are being made 
on the managers now. All those on 
strike are members of Resistencia Union 
and have the backing of that organiza- 
tion. The labor situation is very unset- 
tled and but little more is needed to re- 
produce the late troubles here. 


TO BE TESTED IN THE COURTS. 


Consolidation of Mobile and Ohio and 
Southern Is Contested. 


Jackson, Miss., February 13.—(Special.) 
Suit will be brought by the state of Mis- 
sissippi to prevent the consolidation of 
the Mobile and Ohio and Southern roads. 
Atterney General McClurg, to whom the 
subject was referred by the railroad com- 
mission several days ago, has sent a reply 
stating that he deems the matter of suf- 
ficient importance to make a test in the 
courts as to the violation of the statute 
forbidding the consolidation of parallel 
or competing lines. He states that the 
question to be decided is one of fact and 
not of law, and he expresses no opinion 
as to the guilt of the companies.

EFFECT OF SUBSIDY BILL > 
ON AMERICAN SHIPPING 


Washington, February 13.—The secreta- 
ry of the treasury today made reply to 
the resolution of the senate of the elev- 
enth concerning the shipping of the coun- 
try as affected by the ship subsidy bill by 
sending in a report from the commission- 
er of navigation. The statement includes 
a complete list of the 1:ierchant vessels 
of the United States, of wh...: it ig stated 
there are 23,333 in number. Of these 1,330, 
agercgating a gross tonnage of 826,694 
tons, are registered for the foreign trade, 


i while the vessels licensed for the coast- 


ing trade number 22,00, of 4,338,145 gross 
tons. 

The commissioner says there is no legal 
obstacle to any of thesc coastwise ves- 
sels of more than thirty tons entering the 


foreign trade, but that the length of the 
canal locks would prevent many of the 
largest vessels of the great lakes from 
passing to the sea. The number of 
american vessels in the foreign trade eli- 
gible to subsidies unaer .ue bill is placed 
at 1,331, of which 964 are sailing vessels. 

The commissioner says it is not prac- 
ticable to say whether all these vessels 
have complied with the requirements that 
woula entitle them to subsidies. 

It is also stated by the commissioner 
that the amendment of the bill relating 
to the additional subsidies to be paid to 
twenty and twentv-one knot vessels will 
have the effect of reducing the subsidies 
payable on voyages of the St. Louls, St. 
Paul, Paris and New York, included in 
the tabulation, by the sum of $221,106. 
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HANDS NOT BLOODY 
$0 HAMILTON SAYS 


On Stand Defendant Denies That He 
Killed Day. . 


CONTRACTED WHISKY HABIT 


In Trying To Cure Himself of an Af- 
fection of the Lungs. 


DAY'S DAUGHTER LIKED HAMILTON 


One Witness Swore That Because of 
That Day Had Threatened 
Defendant. 


Minneapolis, February 13.—It was the 
defensé’s turn today in the trial of Frank 
Hamilton for the murder of Leonard R. 
Day. His chief counsel, Robert L. Penry, 
outlined to the jury what he expected to 
prove. He opened:with a sketch of Ham- 
ilton’s life, who is twenty-four years old. 
At the age of sixteen, after the death of 
his father, his mother having died in his 
infancy, it was discovered that he had 
tuberculosis and it was necessary to seni 
him to Colorado for treatment. It took 
six years of climate and whisky to effect 
a cure. Mr. Penney declared that he 
would not be surprised if he had formed 
the drink habit after such a course. 

S. K. Jackson, former clerk at the West 
hotel, was the first witness called. He 
said that Day, whom he had known in- 
timately, spent a week in Milwaukee at 
a hotel, where witness is now employed. 
Day had made the acquaintance of a 
girl of the chorus of “The Burgomaster” 
company and had followed her to Milwau- 
kee and had afterwards gone on to New 
York. Jackson met him again in Minne- 
apolis a few days before the stabbing. 
Jackson testified that Day had said that 
during his (Day’s) absence Hamiltun had 
kept company with the girl and he was 
going to “do him wp.” Jackson testified 
that Day carried a large knife with a 
long handle. 

On cross-examination Jaekson admitted 
that he had taken great interest in the 
case, knowjng all the parties except Ham- 
ilton and having been at the West hotel 
for several years. . 

The defendant himself, Frank H. Ham- 
ilton, then todk the stand. He sketched 
his life substantially as his counsel had 
done. Hamilton stated positively on di- 
rect examination that he had no expec- 
tation of seeing Day. He denied’ that so 
far as he was concerned there was any 
ill feeling between them. 

County Attorney Boardman gave Ham- 
ilton a rigid cross-examination. He ad- 
mitted that he and Canfield planned a 
hunting trip, but denied that he had 
bought a hunting knife. Asked why he 
grappled with Day he said it was be- 
cause Day said something offensive. What 
it was he did not remember, but he knew 
it made him angry. 

“T am sure I did not kill Leonard Day,” 
he said. 

Dr. William B. Murray, the physician 
who reached Day’s side just before he 
died, testified that he examined Hamil- 
ton’s handcuffs immediately and found 
them without blood immediately after he 


arrived,

BEARING AXES, 
WOMEN SMASH 


Finest Saloon in Winfield, Kas, 
Demolished by Mob, 


ONE WOMAN GETS BULLET 


‘ 


She Was Only Slightly Hurt, and 
Shot Was an Accident, but It 
Nearly Cost Saloonist 
Life—Preacher Fig- 
ured in Mob. 


Winfield, Kan., February 13.—A mob of 
200 men and women, armed with axes, re- 
volvers and shotguns, totally demolished 
Schmidt’s saloon, the finest in the city, 
early today. Some one fired a half dozen 
shots with a shotgun through the front 
door that started a general onslaught with 
rocks and guns on the windows and doors. 
Emma Denny received a pisto] ball in 
her face and was slighfly hurt. 

Although this was an accident, it served 
to enrage the mob and the crusaders 
swarmed into the saloon. There they 
found Charles and Henry Schmidt. After 
driving them from the building through 
the rear door the mob created havoc right 
and left. Cigar cases, mirrors and pic- 
tures were smashed and those that could 
not be reached with axes were shot full 
of holes. The mahogany bar was hacked 
to splinters and all the bottles and bar- 
rels were smashed. This was the work 
of but.a few minutes. The Schmidts ran 
to the front door and attempted to defend 
their property. Rev. Charles lQGowther 
prevented Charles Schmidt from entering 
the place by striking him with an ax. 
The blow was a glancing one and made 
only a scalp wound. As he fell to the 
ground Henry Schmidt made a gun play 
in defense of his brother that nearly cost 
him his life. One of the crusaders, fol- 
lowing up the preacher’s attack, had 
raised an ax to trike Henry Schmidt when 
a companion wrested the weapon from his 
hands. 

The greatest excitement followed the 
raid and for a time serious trouble seem- 
ed likely, “and the mayor called a special 
meeting of council to plan means of quell- 
ing the disturbance and providing against 
further outbreak. Tonight the council 
decided that all joinst must close imme- 
diately. A mass meeting is being held 
tonight and an att$ck on the other joints 
is expected before morning. The jointists 
are defiant and bloodshed is feared. 

Today’s attack was decided upon at.a 
secret meeting held in the Baptist church 
last night. The crusaders met at the 
church by prearrangement this morning 
and marched directly to Schmidt's place, 
beginning the assault without the least 
warning. 


AN ASYLUM FOR EPILEPTICS. 


Texas Legislature Passes an Appro- 
. priation of $200,000. 

Austin, Tex., February 13.—(Spectal.)— 
The senate today finally passed the house 
bill providing for -the erection of an 
asylum for epileptics at Abilene at a cost 
of $200,000; also engrossed its bill requir- 
ing interlocking or safety appliance at 
all railroad crossings. A bill was intro- 
duced authorizing the Gulf, Beaumont 
and Kansas City railréad to purchase 
and operate the Gulf and Great Northern 
railroad. A bill was introduced in the 
house providing for the levy of one-half 
of 1 per cent taxes on all incomes of 
beth persons and corporations except 
corporations which, by law, now pay a 
tax on gross receipts. All personal in- 
comes below $2,000 are exempt. A bill 
was introduced in the house amending 
the present law so as to provide that 
interstate roads can lease state roads 
for operating purposes that _are 100 miles 
long or fractional thereof instead of 300 
miles in length as it at present pro- 
vides. P

Pekin, February 13.—At least three of 
the Chinese to whom Emperor Kwang Su 
sent a choice of methods of suicide, in 
pursuance of the demand of the powers 
for their punishment with death, have de- 
clined. to comply, and the emperor has 
withdrawn his request that they should 
destroy themselves. 

His majesty now telegraphs Prince 
Ching that when he agreed to the terms 
of the joint note, the latter only required 
that the punishment should fit the crime, 
and he argues that if the worst of the 
guilty deserve death, the others should 
be banished. 

The foreign envoys, on the contrary, 
say that if those who are guilty deserve 
death, and as there is no worse punish- 
ment, all must suffer the same penalty, 
although,.if China should desire to make 
distinctions regarding the crimes, she can 
sentence the worst either to quartering 
or to some other forms of Chinese execu- 
tion. 

Unless the court changes its views, no 
immediate settlement is possible. 
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THOUSAND GIRLS QUIT WORK. 


Strike of the Seamstresses Has Been 
Inaugurated at Paris. 

Paris, February 13.—Today was fixed as 
the opening Gay for the strike of the 
seamstresses in’ support of the tailors. 
Only a thousand girls, however, left work. 
All the work people of two big houses 
and a portion of those of four others 
etruck. In several cases the employers 
took the precaution of refusing to allow 
their employges to take luncheon outside. 
Free meals were provided within. 

Bands of tailors and seamstresses pa- 
raded the Rue de La Paix all day long, 
but a strong force of police kept the 
etvikers moving. There was much good- 
natured chaff and no disorder untiJ bands 
of students began to arrive as the even- 
ing advanced. hese lustily cheered the 
girls, and the police then cordoned the 
streets.

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UPROAR IN THE REICHSRATH. 


Bitter Epithets Are Bandied by the 
, Statesmen of Austria. 


Vienna, February 13.—A great uproar 
marked the session ef the reichsrath to- 
day. 

‘“Informer.’’ Muscovite’’ and “rascal’’ 
were a few of the less objectionable epi- 
thets shouted out by members, some of 
whom also used the word ‘“Jew’’ as a 
term of opprobrium. The house was de- 
bating the reply to the speech from the 
throne. A czech named Strausky vio- 
lently attacked the pan-Germans who, 
he said, were trying to break up Austria 
with a view of uniting the fragments to 
the, German empire. After the uproar oc- 
casioned by this declaration had subsided, 
Strausky concluded with asserting that 
the present tendency of the crown was to 
favor the supremacy of German left- 
ists, who are under control of the pan- 
Germans, which was a highly dangerous 
condition, and one that threatened the 
existence of the empire. 

Subsequently, all the members of the 
reichsrath, with the exception of the 
pan-Germans and social democrats, voted 
in favor of a motion to the effect that 
the reply to the speech from the throne 
should take the form of an expression of 
loyalty and assurance that the house was 
ready to carry on its work.

Made by Congress 


GALLERIES WERE THRONGED 


General Grosvenor Creates Merri- 
ment by Announcing That Col- 
orado Voted for Bryan and 
Stevenson—The Mary- 
land Vote Applauded. 


Washington, February 13.—Yhe cere- 
mony of counting the electoral vote for 
president and vice president cast at the 
election last fal] took place in the hall of 
the house of representatives at 1 o’clock 
today at a joint session of the senate and 
house. The method of counting the vote 
is prescribed with ‘great detail by the 


statute and wag followed literally today. 


Great crowds thronged the galleries. 

At 12:45 o’clock proceedings in the house 
were suspended and five rows of seats 
upon the right of the hall were vacated 
for the members of the senate. 

At one minute of 1 o'clock the president 
pro tem, and members of the senate were 
announced. The members of the house 
rose to receive them, while page boys 
carrying the caskets in which the elec- 
toral returns were deposited, took them 
to the clerk’s desk. 

Senator Frye, president pro tem. of the 
senate, ascended the rostrum and took his 
Place at the right of Speaker Henderson 
to preside over the joint session. Immedi- 
ately below Speaker Henderson and Sena- 
tor Frye, at the clerk’s desk, were the 
tellers of the two houses, Senators 
Chandler, of New Hampshire, and Caf- 
fery, of Louisiana, and Representatives 
Grosvenor, of Ohio, and Richardson, of 
Tennessee, flanked on either hand by the 
secretary of the senate, Mr. Bennett, and 
the clerk of the house, Mr. McDowell. 
Senator Frye rapped fer order and an- 
nounced the object of the session. 

Arkansas Certificate Irregular. 

Senator Frye said consent already had 
been given to dispense with the formal 
reading of the certificates. but that he 
thought it might be necessary to read the 
certificate of Arkansas, owing to a slight 
irregularity. This showed that one of the 
electors had been absent and that the 
governor had appointed a substitute. The 
certificate was not challenged, however, 
and the tellers proceeded to announce the 
result in each state. A jJapsus linguae by 
General Grosvenor, when he announced 
the Colorado vote, created a general out- 
burst of merriment. He announced that 
Colorado had cast four votes for William 
J. Bryan, of Nebraska, and four for Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, of New York for vice 
president. ) 

“Oh,”’ shouted Mr. Richardson, one of 
the democratic tellers while the members 
of the senate and house on the floor and 
the spectators in the galleries joined in 
the laughter which followed. Mr. Gros- 
venor corrected the error and the an- 
nouncement of the vote of the several 
States teen proceeded in alphabetical or- 
der. 

The certificates were not uniform and 
the gperation of opening the bulky pack- 
ages and Seeking out the result was at- 
tended with many delays. When Mary- 
land’s eight. votes were announced for 
McKinley and Roosevelt there was slight 
ripple of applause and the same response 
was made to the announcement of Ne- 
braska’s vote. 

General Grosvenor announced the vote 
of the president’s own state of Ohio. but 
it created no demonstration. 

Upon the conclusion pf the announce- 
inent of the vote of Wyoming, by direc- 
‘tion of the presiding officer, the tellers 
formally ascertained the totals. 

The Vote Awmmounced, 

Senator Chandler announced the total 
number of votes cast as 447, of which 
William McKinley, of Ohio, received for 
president of the United States 292; Wil- 
liam J. Bryan, of Nebraska. 155. and of 
which Theodore Roosevelt. of New York, 
received for vice president 292, and Adlai 
E. Stevenson, of Dlinois, 155. 

Thereupon, in accordance with the 
statute, Senator Frye proclaimed the state 
of the vote as delivered to him. 

“This announcement of the state of the 
vote by the president of the senate,’’ said 
he, “is, by law, a sufficient declaration 
that William McKinley, of the state of 
Ohio, is elected. president of the United 
States. and that Theodore Roosevelt, of

NORTH CAROLINA ASSEMBLY.

Both the House and Senate Hear 
New Bills. 

Raleigh, N. C., February 13.—(Special.) 
in the senate the house bill authorizing 
the governor to employ counsel and de- 
fray expenses of state election officers 
indicted in federal courts was © put 
on the calendar for today. ‘republicans 
and populists objecting and voting no. 
Bills were introduced to tncornorate the 
Charlotte and Monroe railway and Ruth- 
erford and Hickorynut Gap railway. 
There was a long discussion of a bill 
amending the law regarding trespassing 
on timber lands, so as to make injunc- 
tions immediately operative in stopping 
timber cutting. It was stated that the 
present law is such a failure that land 
owners are taking shotguns and protect- 
ing their timber. -The bill passed. Bills 
were introduced in the house to incorpo- 
rate the State Veterinary Association; 
te provide for compulsory attendance at 
public schools of any city, town or coun- 
ty upon the vote of a majority of the 
qualified electors thereof. A bill was 
passed requiring that practical farmers 
alone shall be members of the state board 
of agriculture.; Also a bill granting am- 
nesty to republicans and populists for 
any violation of election law last year 
unless indictment was made in thirty 
days after the offense. 


AN AGREEMENT IS REACHED. 


Virginia Constitutional Convention 
Membership Is Arranged. 

Richmond, Va., February 13.—(Special.) 
The conference committee on the consti- 
tutional convention bills reached an 
agreement tonight and will report to bath 
branches tomorrow. If their report is 
adopted, as is almost certain, the con- 
vention will be composed of 120 members. 
This adopts the house basis and provides 
for twenty delegates at large. Delegates 
are to be elected April 4th, and the con- 
vention to meet April 17th. The provi- 
gions adopted by both branches for sub- 
mitting the constitution to the people for 
ratification is eliminated. This leaves 
it to the convention to determine whether 
or not the constitution shall be submitted 
to the people, and if so, whether suffrage 
shall be restricted to those who will be 
entitled to vote under the new organic 
law.

ALL NATIONS OF THE WORLD. ARE EAGER 


Washington, February 13.—The general 
survey for foreign trade introductory to 
the volume on “Commercial Relations 
with the United States,” which formed 
the subject of special letters from the 
president and the secretary of state, has 
just been published by Frederick Emory, 
the head of the bureau of foreign com- 
merce and compiler of this matter in the 
shape of a special number of the ‘“‘ad- 
vance sheets of consular reports.”’ 

As the title indicates, the survey is a 
compact publication of the most import- 
ant and instructive features of the enor- 
mous quantity of trade information 
which has been collected by the United 
States’ consuls throughout the world dur- 
ing the past year. The publication says 
that along with a natural note of satis- 
faction in the annual reports of our con- 
sular, officers for the last year there is a 
strong hint of a most strenuous compe- 
tition and opposition to American trade 
advancement abroad which may finally 
counter *halance our superigr advantages 
to a considerable’ extent.and, check cur 
progress in the world’s markets unless 
we equip ourselves meantime for the ul- 
timate phases of the struggle. 

Our foreign trade today as compared 
with that of recent years shows a gain, 
remarkable because it has been achieved 
with but little effort and it is set forth 
that the appearance of the United States 
as; perhaps the most formidable of all 
compeitors in the fight for trade suprem- 
acy is as astonishing to ourselves as to 
our foreign opponents. 

The question for the future, says ‘the 
publication, is whether we can hold the 
position we seem about to gain by means 
of our economy of production, greater 
labor efficiency and cheap raw materials 
or whether we shall have to arm our- 
selves with ‘weapons’ especially fash- 
loned for controlling foreign trade, such 
as more scientific expert methods, better 
facilities of banking and transportation, 
more liberal credits and manufacturing 
of particular markets with intelligent re- 
gard to climatic and race requirements. 

, According to United States treasury re- 
turns the imports of-this country for last 
year in round numbers amounted to $830,- 
000,000, and the export to $1,478,000,000, an 
increase of over $30,000,000 in the import 


| trade as compared. with the preceding 


year and of $202,480,000 in exports. Of the 
exports, the percentage of manufactured 
goods rose to a very considerable extent 
and our industrial growth continued last 
year at a rapid pace, enabling us to take 
less unfinished goods from other countries 
and to furnish more. The relative cheap- 
ness of American products has given them 
pre-eminence, it is shown, and the re- 
markable growth of the foreign demand 
for our iron und steel is cited as a strik- 
ing instance of what undercutting in 
prices will do. 

Foreign “sats EF particularly the Brit- 
ish and Germans, are shown to be keenly 
alive to what is being accomplished by 
the greater efficiency of our industrial 
methods and exhibit a purpose to profit 
by them and then to fight us with our own. 
methods, 
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The importance of Lumiding up a mer- 
chant marine to further our trd@e¢ with 
foreign nations is touched upon at some 
length, and the benefits of direct steam- 
ship transportation emphasized, the good 
effects of the latter being stated to be 
particularly poverent in the cases of Peru 
and Turkey’ in each vf which the estab- 
lishment of better steamship transporta- 
tion facilities immediately led to a mark- 
ed increase in trade. To a lack in this 
respect is attributed the slow growth of 
our trade with South America. 


The entrance of the south into the trade 

of the orient is spoken of as a novel feat- 
ur of our expansion. In the production 
and exportation of cotton the southern 
states made gigantic strides of late. The 
acquisition of the Hawailan and Phiiip- 
pine islands, it is declared, has converted 
our Pacific slope from a mere outpost of 
trade into a hive of cOmmerce, whiie Cuba 
and Porto Rico offers the southern states 
convenient stepping stones to Latin- 
American trade. 
‘ Taking the great geographical division 
in alphabetical order it is stated that 
Africa is rapidly becoming a promising 
field for American enterprise, wherever 
articficial restrictions are not imposeg. 
In the west there is an incréasing demand 
for American goods. In East Africa it is 
noticeable that in Madagascar, where 
France imposes a traiff discriminating fn 
favor of her own products, our cotton 
trade, once considerable, has been prac- 
tically destroyed, whereas in Zanzibar and 
Sonali country and Abyssinnia, where 
such restrictions do not exist, continues to 
grow. War in South Africa has deranged 
the trade, but a great firicréase in Ameri- 
can trade is looked for when peace shall 
have been restored. 

On our own continent we still control 
more than one-half of Canadian trade; 
with Mexico our trade relations are most 
satisfactory, and our goods appear to be 
making steady progress in Central Amer- 
ica. In this connection, attention {s call- 
ef to the increasing investment of Ger- 
man capital in Costa Rica, Gautemala and 
Nicaragua, which is estimated at $87,000,- 
000. 

Inthe West Indies, especially the Brit- 
ish provitces. our ftrade is constantly 
growing, and these islands draw the bulk 
of imported food supplies from us, as well 
as an increasing proportion of manufac- 
tured goods. 

In Cuba and Porto Rico sufticient time 
has not yet elapsed; it is stated, for re- 
cuperation from the war, and the read- 
justment cf industrial and commercial 
conditions, but in both islands trade is 
beginning to revive, with the promise of 
gradual development on the lines of closer 
intimacy with the United States. 

In South America the trade has de- 
veloped slowly, except in Argentina and 
Peru, where it has increased rapidly of 
late. 

As a matter of keen interest to the 
whole commercial world, the progress of 
events in China and its bearing upon 
trade is discussed at iength. The United 
States is shown to have suffered as seri- 
ously, if not more so, than any other from 
the fact that the bulk of our exports have 


been disposed of in north China—the 
scene of most active disturbance. 

A decided increese of our exportatio, to 
Asiatic Russia has taken place, and the 
winter of 1899-190 witreered an enormous 
export of American -products into the 
Amur province. Japan is an important 
gateway for our Chinese trade. Our trade 
with that country itself is steadily grow- 
ing. The fears of Japanese competition, 
which a few years ago caused some con- 
cern in the United States, have not been 
berne out, and it is stated that Japan 
may be able to compete with us at some 
points in the future, but her general de- 
Velopment seems to mean increasing pur- 
chasing power and a large consumption 
of our goods. Of the other Asiatic mar- 
kets, it may be noted that we are in- 
creasing our sales of iron and stee] in 
British India; that Americans are doing 
much toward the development of Korea, 
and especially as to the gold mines, and 
in Persia and Asiatic Turkey American 
goods are finding their way in spite of 
adverse conditions. 

The extensive introduction of American 
machinery and teols into England and 
upon the continent-ts cited to show that 
improved machinery, once regarded as the 
foe of labor, has proved ‘tself the mos¢e 
trenchant weapon of American working- 
men in the competition for foreign trade. 
In Austria-Hungery conditions are im- 
proving, and the empire is recovering 
from a great depression in trade that 
prevailed early in 1900, caused largely vy 
the big coal strikes. From Belgium the 
consuls report the depression as beginning 
to be felt, and American exports to the 
country have rot increased. 

In France American goods are very 
popular. Consul Skinner at Marseilles 
notes improvements in French factories 
and a tendency on the part of the large 
corporations to absorb smaller ones. In 
Germany industries, Consul] General Ma- 
son at Berlin notes a stringency caused 
by the overfinancing of foreign enter- 
prises. 

Russia is reported to be making rapid 
progress in the development of her nat- 
ural resources, and’ seems especially in- 
clined: to take American goods, and wel- 
come American capital and enterprises. 
Her finances are in the best condition, 
and her progress in pbuilding railroads 
and other public works is especially nota- 
ble. As to Spain, it would appear that 
the loss of her colonial possessions had 
Seen economically beneficial, instead of 
injurious, as the transfer of capital and 
industry from colonial to home enterprises 
has brought a healthful dev2lopment of 
her resources, especially, as to mineral 
wealth and the production of beet sugar. 
In Sweden and Norway and in Switzer- 
land there is a growth in the importation 
of American manufactures and the pros- 
pect of steady development. There has 
been a gratifying increase in the quantity 
and variety of American goods at Turkish 
ports, owing to the establishment of a 
direct line of steamships between New 
York and those ports, and Turkey prom- 
ises well for American goods. 

On the whole, it would appear that no- 
where does the United States appear to 
disadvantage in foreign trade.

Boston, February 13.—John W. Dickin- 
son, of Newtonville, a note broker, was ar- 
rested this afternoon for alleged complic- 
ity with Cashier G. M. Foster in the 
misapplied $21,000 of the funds of Tie 
South Danvers National bank of Peabody. 
He pieaded not guilty, and in default of 
$25,000 bail was committed to jail. He 
will be given a hearing tomorrow. 

The arrest caused a sensation. Cashler 
Foster was recently arrested charged with 
embezziing $3,400 of the bank’s money 
and if he succeeds in giving bail on the 
old case he will be immeitely arrested 
in connection with the new one. The au- 
thorities allege that Cashier Foster crimi- 
nally misapptied the $21,990 in giving Mr. 
Dickinson $5,000 and $14.000 on certain 
notes. In accepting the same Mr. Dick- 
inson is charged with aiding and abetting 
the cashier in carrying out the alleged 
fraudulent transaction. 

District Attorney Casey says the prose- 
cution claims that Foster and Dickinson 
misapplied between $100,000 and $200,000 of 
the bank’s funds. 


WAS SHOT WHILE SHAVING. 


Bridgeport, Ala., Citizen Meets a 
. Tragic Death, 

Chattanooga, Tenn., February 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—T. R: Patterson, cashier of Bridge- 
port, Ala., bank, and president and cashier 
of the Bridgeport Stove Company, was 
accidentally killed this morning at his 
home in Bridgeport. His accounts both at 
the bank and stove works were correct 
and domestic relations were of the hap- 
piest kind. The remains will be taken to 
Marietta, Ga., where they will be interred. 
Mrs. Patterson came from that city. It 
was developed at the coroner’s inquest 
that Mr. Patterson’s revolver fell from 
the cheffonier, where he was shaving, and 
the hammer striking on the floor, the bul- 
let ranged up, striking him under the 
cheek and coming out near the top of 
his head. Patterson was from Hamilton, 
Ont. 


IS WILLING TO PUTIN A DRAW. 


President of A., K. and N. Appears 
Before Engineer. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., February 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—President McHork, of the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern railroad, appear- 
ed before Major Dan Kingman, United 
States engineer in charge of the Tennes- 
see river, to show cause why his railroad 
company should not remove a bridge that 
spans the little Tennesse river at McGees 
station. President McHork showed that 
there was no navigation of the river above 
the bridge, and that it would be a great 
hardship to his company to be compelled 
to remove it or rescind contract for the 
steel bridge being built. He stated that 
his company was ready to give bond 
that a draw would be put in whenever the 
exigencies of the commerce above the 
bridge demanded.

Editors Have Ne High Opinion of 
England’s King. 


HE IS COMPARED TO MILAN 


But They Say Milan Had Much Bet- 
ter Luck at Play. 


THE KAISER’S COURSE IN ENGLAND 


Due to the Fact That Great Britain 
Accepted Waldersee in 
China. 


Berlin, February 13.—The German press 
continues to comment upon Emperor Wil- 
liam’s visit to England and the relations 
between Germany and Great Britain. 

The Rheinisch Weetphaelische Zeitung 
undertakes to explain Emperor William’s 
conducted in this way: 

“The emperor was very indignant over 
the attitude of Russia, France and the 
United States regarding the chief com- 
mand in China. After accepting Count 
von Waldersee, those powers placed limi- 
tations upon him which made his posi- 
tion illusory. The British troops alane, 
acting upon Lord Salisbury’s express or- 
ders, accepted Count von Waldersee un- 
reservedly, thus saving Germany from 
the humiliation of complete isolation. The 
emperor’s gratitude for this prompted 
his acts and words: while in England.”’ 

The Berliner Neueste Nachrichten, c¢n- 
servative, commenting upon the predic- 
tion of The London Daily Chronicle, that 
an engagement will ultimately be an- 
nounced between Crown Prince Frederick 
William and Princess Ena of Battenburg, 
says: 

“The German people expect the heir to 
the German imperial crown to marry a 
German princess.”’ 

The Boersen Zeitung, national liberal, 
referring to King Edward's projected 
visit to Germany, says: 

“He will capture Berlin with an unex- 
celled jacket and an irresistible cravat.” 

It then draws a farcastic parallel be- 
tween the British monarch and the late 
Milan of Servia, remarking: 

“The Servian always had luck in war 
and good luck at play; the Briton has 
lacked the latter and has wigely stayed 
far away from the boerse.”’

GATES FACTOR IN COMBINE 


He Announces That the Negotiations 
Are Proceeding Without Hitch. 


OBSTACLES HAVE BEEN REMOVED 


Directors of American Steel Compa- 
ny Hold Meeting To Consider 
Matter. 


New York, February 13.—Every indica- 
tion points to a speedy consummation of 
the great deal whereby the large steel 
and iron interests are to be combined in 
a definite trade agreement, bound by 
community ownership, and Wall street is 


momeptarily expecting a public announce- 
ment of the deails of the combination. 
In spite of rumors to the contrary, it was 
authoritatively said today by Jolin W. 
Gates that the negotiations wefe pro- 
ceeding without a hitch. 

It was said that the American Stel and 
Wire Company had raised some obstacle. 
A special meeting of the directors of the 
company was held today and, although 
it could not be learned definitely what 
was the business of the meeting, it was 
pretty well understoood that whatever 
hitch there may have been, was smoothed 
over behind closed doors. 

Mr. Gates said to a reporter: 

“The rumors that a hitch in the nego- 
tiations has arisen is untrue. There is no 
hitch; everything in going soomthly.”’ 

Mr. Clifford, a director of the company, 
said: 

“There is a deal on, but whether the 
American Steel and Wire and the Fed- 
eral Steel Companies will be merged by 
the nurchase of the controlling interests 
of the American Steel and Wire by J. 
Pierpont Morgan, I cannot? say.’’ 

From another source it was reported 
that the meeting was held to determine 
inventory valuations which, it io said..are 
to be made the basis of the arrangement. 

‘One of the rumors was that President 
Charles M. Schwab, of the Carnegie Stee! 
Company, would certainly be made the 
head of the new steel combination. 
Statement by Reid. 

Perhaps the most authoritative state- 
ment given out today was that made 
by Judge D. G. Reid, the America presi- 
dent of the American Tin Plate Company 
and a prominent man in the four allied 
companies—the American Tin Plate, 
American Steel Hoop, the American 
Sheet Steel and the National Steel Com- 
panies. RepreeSntatives of this group of 
four companies met in Judge Reid's office 
this afternoon to discuss the offer which 
is said to have been made for their stock 
by the representatives of the Morgan 
syndicate. Those present at the confer- 
ence are said to represent the majority 
holders of stock in the four companies. 
At the conclusion of the conference Judge 
Reid practically intimated that these cor- 
porations would probably become part of 
the great Morgan steel combination. He 
is quoted as saying: 

“While I cannot give the details of the 
meeting, I will say that everything is run- 
ning along smoothly and we shall be 
able to make complete announcements in 
a few days.’’ ' 

From this it is inferred that the senti- 
ment of the majority stockholders @n al: 
four of these companies favors the com- 
bination, and that the present delay is 
merely occasioned bya discussion of the 
details. 


Magnates Are Silent. 

Still it is worthy of note that all of the 
principal parties in the negotiations—Car- 
negie, Morgan, Fritk, Schwab and Gary— 
preserved their customary silence 
throughout the day. All of them were 
either in communication or conference, 
however. Mr. Schwab called in the after- 
noon at the home of Mr. Carnegie and 
&@ long consultation followed. Judge 
Gary, president of the Federal Steel Com- 
pany; Max Pam, of the Steel and Wire 
Company, and F, L. Stetson, representing 
J. P. Morgan & Co., were all in con- 
ference nearly all day.

The Fight Against General Wood. 

The fight made against the confir- 
mation of Major General Wood is con- 
fined to the regular army, where senior- 
ity is regarded as greater than merit. 

The career of General Wood has 
been phenomenal. Four years ago he 
was stationed in Atlanta as post sur- 
geon, having the line rank of captain. 
Developing unexpected talent as a4 
fighter, he wags promoted while in San- 
tiago, and though still only a captain 
in the regular army, he was made gov- 
ernor of the eastern end of the island. 
The adjoining department of Havana 
was in command of Major General 
John R. Brook. The record of the 
two men in service was such that 
Brook was recalled and Wood was 
given command of the whole island. 
Since that time he has displayed the 
highest qualities of public character, 
and the recent nomination came to 
him as a merited reward. The dis- 
covery that, in the regular order of 
retirement, Wood would come to the 
lieutenant generalship in a few years 
has stirred up the fossils of the army, 
who object to the promotion of merit. 

General Wood should be confirmed 
promptly. He has won his place and 
should not be held back by old fossil- 
ism. 
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Is Politics Business or Public Weal? 


Whether tlle aim of politics is busi- 
ness unadorned or the general public 
weal might form subject for a very 
interesting discussion. 

There is no doubt that business is 
legitimately promoted by a policy 
which looks to the public weal of the 
entire mass, but whether business 
should stand first and the principles of 
good gavernment should be subordi- 
nated thereto, is quite another question. 
These matters are so well stated by 
two speeches delivered on Lincoln 
night by chiefs of opposing political 
parties that the contrast can be seen 


at once. 

At’ a New York banquet Senator 
Hanna said: 

Politics is business, and very serious 
business et that. As for me, in the dis- 
charge of the duties to which of late I 
have been called, I have noted with pride 
and pleasure the ready response of the 
business man to any appeal to him on be- 
half of the needs of his country. 

We had a great example of that at the 
close of the jJast campaign when those 
thousands of business men of the metrov- 
olis stood for principle. I am here to 
thank you for what you did then. Upon 
you must Jargely depend whether the 
great principles for which Lincoln stood 
and for which we~stand shall perpetuate 
the foundation of our government and its 
policy. 

The influence of the business man in 
politics is more far-reaching than one 
woule at first imagine. We don’t wish 
to arraign class against class. The great 
niass of workingmen who are the em- 
ployees of capital and therefore the part- 
ners of capital, wield a great influence 
either for good or evil as they are made 
to gee thirgs. It Is the duty of the busi- 
ness man of America to show that great 
class—the most powerful because of its 
numbers—that we do not discriminate 
between classes, but that we have their 
welfare at heart. Then we have no fear, 
when it comes to an issue between repub- 
licanism and eocialism. ~ 

On the same night in Columbus, O., 
Mr. Bryan said: 

At this time; when the money changers 
are in absolute contro] of the government 
and are shaping the nation’s financial 
policy in their own interests, without re- 
gard for the welfare of the people at 
large, we need to recaM Jefferson's scath- 
ing arraignment of these wha demand 
the surrender into their hands of the 
sovereign functions of government. 

At this time, when corporate monopoly 
is fast extinguishing industrial impor- 
tance, we need a revival of the Jeffer- 
sonian™spirit which demands a govern-. 
ment administered accoraing to the doc- 
trine of equal rights ‘to all and special 
privileges to none. 

-At this time, when commercialism is 
searing the conscience of the nation: 
when the worship of mammon is leading 
the people to ignore inalienable rights; 
when the ideals bought with blood and 
sacrifice are about to be bartered away 
for the specious and delusive promises of 
empire—at this time, I repeat, we need 
to have our faith in man as man and our 
love for man as brother rekindled by the 
memory of this mighty patriot, phfloso- 
pher and democrat, whose brain compre- 
hended the height and depth and breadth 
of government and whose heart em- 
braced the human race. 

There can be no doubt that Mr. 
Bryan expresses the broader view—- 
the one which the future must indorse. 
There are higher and nobler things in 
life than mere money getting. Busi- 
ness is good, but it is not all of life. 


Punishment for Wife Beaters. 

Several cases recently reported in 
police circles, showing a recrudescence 
of wife beating, suggests that some 
forn of punishment suitable for such 
an offense should be devised. 

Delaware has looked with some con- 
sideration on the wife beater hereto- 
fore, but a bill now before the legisla- 
ture of that state promises to advance 
him a grade by making him eligible 
to a strap well laid on. The period 
when offenders will be released with a 
chromo is yet a long way off, and we 
must deal with worldly offenders in a 
worldly way. Delaware gets rid of the 
vagrant and the vicious by a very sim- 
ple plan. They can be orderly, if they 
so decide, and merit public esteem, 
They can offend against thé law, if 
they choose to_do 80, and take the 
consequences. IN they do not want a 
repetition of the consequences, they

| keep out of the way. ‘The pian is as 
fair for the offender as it is for the 
state. 


‘The principal missing link of those 
who argue for the sensibilities of of- 
fenders is that they have nofe—until 
they are caught. Then their penitence 
is as lugubrious as it is loud. Then, 
for the first time, in the estimation of 
some people, are they qualified to be 
the recipients of bouquets.and sympa- 
thy. In the meantime there is nothing 
but costs and annoyance for the suffer- 
ing public. The wife beater deserves 
all that can be given to him in the 
way of punishment, and, he should get 
it in the most pronou way. 


The Spanish Disturbances. 

The Spanish disturbances, which 
have been accentuated by an attack 
on the Jesuits, is largely an indus- 
trial movement, which has been 
strengthened by injudicious acts upon 
part of the property holders. 

In the merufacturing centers the 
spirit of unionism has been introduced, 
and for the first time has taken hold 
of the operatives. The government re- 
gards these associations as unlawful, 
and is proceeding against them ac- 
cordingly. In Gijon, a wealthy port, 
the workmen went on a strike. They 
were later joined by the bakers and the 
printers. The employees of the rail- 
road between Madrid and Caceres also 
went out, and soon the movement 
spread throughout the whole country. 
At the same time a sensational trial 
was in progress in Madrid, in which a 
mother sought to recover a daughter 
from « convent into which she had 
gone on the advice of her confessor, 
who was a Jesuit. As the girl was rich 
and her whole fortune would go to the 
convent if she remained there, public 
interest became greatly aroused. The 
Jesuits arguing against the strike spir- 
it, the men involved raised the cry 
against them; and thus a religious feat- 
ure was added to the disturbance.

The woman and the dog have attract- 
ed- the attention of a Massachusetts 
preacher possessing the euphonious 
name of Pudcefoot. He has taken a 
sort of dog census, and declares that 
the women of Boston waste their time 
nursing 35,000 dogs, while three times 
that number are taken care of in. New 
York city. 

The strange part of the sfory is that 
those women who, waste their mater- 
nal instincts upon dogs appear to be 
greatly interested in charities and re- 
formatories. Instead of taking children 
to raise, and thus give a practical turn 
to their professions, they take in dogs, 
until it has come to the point where 
it is better to be a dog than an infant.

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STATUS OF THE HEADS 
_ OF VARIOUS DEPARTMENTS 


Washington, February 13.—(Special.)— 
“Can the president of the United States 
authorize the chief of a department to 
say ‘no’ to the senate?’ asks Senator 
Bacon, of Georgia, in the very able 
speech in which he discussed the status 
of the members of the cabinet. “Is the 
secretary of a department, as such, the 
‘ald or representative’ of the president? 
From whom does a secretary or other 
chief cf a department derive his power 
and his authority? From the president? 
If so, the president ought to have created 
the office.” Did the president create {he 
office of secrétary of state, or of secre- 
tary of the treasury, or of secretary of 
war, of of the chief of any other depart- 
ment? Did he create either of these de- 
partments? He has fhe authority under 
\the constitution in that c as in all 
others, to appoint the incumbent, with 
the advice and consent of the senate; 
and as to these officers, he has the same 
power to remove one of them that he has 
to remove any other officer not in the 
legislative or judicial départment—no 
greater and no less. “ 

“But if the secretary of a department 
is a part of the executive power, if he de- 
rives his authority from the fact that the 
constitution of the United States clothes 
the president of the United States with 
all executive authority, and if this is a 
part of it, then the president of the Unit- 
ed States was the only one authorized to 
create the office of secretary of war, or 
secretary of state, or secretary of the 
navy. Not only so, but if it is part of 
the executive power devolved upon the 
president by the constitution, the presi- 
dent alone could define the powers of the 
secretary of war and of the secretary of 
state or of the navy, and to the president 
alone could the secretary of war or other 
chiefs of departments be required to 
make reports of the doings in their of- 
fices. No, Mr. President, not only is the 
secretary of war and every other secre- 
tary and chief of a department the creat- 
ure of congress, and not only are his du- 
ties to the last limit prescribed by con- 
gress, but the office thus created is no 
part of the executive power which was 
conferred upgn the president by the con- 
stitution. 


‘“‘Whatever power there is in the pres- 
ident under the constitution vesting in 
him the executive power remains with 
him: congress cannot take it away. 
Whatever the constitution meant to in- 
clude when it said that the president 
should be invested with all executive 
power, such power is indivisible and in- 
tact Congress cannot add to it and can- 
not take any part of it away from him. 
It can not chip off any part of the power 
and give it to somebody else. So these 
departments, while they are called execu- 
tive departments, are, necessarily inde- 
pendent of thé executive power conferred 
by the constitution on the president and 
not connected with the particular execu- 
tive power which was conferred by the 
constitution on the president of the Unit- 
ed States. 

“Can it be said that any part of that 
power can be taken by congress away 
from the president and delegated to the 
chief of a department? If so, we can 
strip him of all power, for if we can take 
one power we can take another. If we 
can create one chief of a department to 
exercise a part of the executive power 
that the constitution of the United States 
conferred upon the president, we can 
create another chief of a department to 
take another part of the executive pow- 
er, and still another and still another, 
until there would be nothing left of him 
but the mere name. 


“No. Mr. President, the cnief of a de- 
partment in his official power and oblii- 
gations is not the creature of the execu- 
tive: the chief of a department gets no 
power from the executive and draws none 
of his official life from the executive. 
His duties are all duties prescribed by 
he is the creature of congress; 


congress; 
he is the arm of congress; he 
is the subject of congress; he 
is under the authority of congress, 


and, least of all, has he the power to set 
any limitation upon the power of con- 
gress. Yet if the contention be true, it 
could only be sustained upon the propo- 
sition that he is not the creature of con- 
gress; that he is not responsible to con- 
gress: that he is the creature of the 
president; that he got his authority from 
the president, and therefore when he Is 
commanded by congress he must appeal 
to the president to know whether or not 
he shall obey. . 

“Mr. President, I have here, but I shall 
not take the time ef the senate to read 
tuem, all the acts which prescribe the 
duties of these various heads of depart- 
ments, the statutes that created them, 
the statutes which lay down to them the 
law and the Iimitations, and the statutes 
which in all cases require them to report 
to congress. : 

“Has congress the right to command 
the chief of a department? If it has not,

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| every one of those laws is a usurpation 


which says that the chief of a department 
shall do this anu shall not do that, he 
shall report this to congress, and that to 
congress, and the other thing to congress. 


“It is a common impression that a sec- 
retary of a department and a cabinet of- 
ficer are one and the same. But this is 
@ mistake: there is a distinction and @ 
wide difference between the two offices. 
The officer who is secretary of a depart- 
ment, and who at the same time is ac- 
cepted by the president as a cabinet offi- 
cer, occupies a dual capacity. There is 
nothing in the law which makes the sec- 
retary of a department a cabinet officer; 
One could be a secretary of a department 
without being a cabinet officer. Such offi- 
cer is a cabinet officer only because the 
president voluntarily accepts him as 
such. Even if congress should name_one 
as a cabinet offier, it would be for the 
president to say whether he would ac- 
cept him ag such. The president may 
invite into his private council. as his cab- 
inet, any officer whom he may select and 
desire or he may exclude any one to 
whom he may object. Any secretary or 
@iief of department might be by the pres- 
ident excluded from the cabinet council 
without of necessity ceasing to be such 
Secretary or chief of a aepartment. The 
office of postmaster general was created 
in 1794, but not until 1829 uid he sit in the 
cabinet. Then he entered it simply be- 
cause President Jackson invited him to 
do so. So far as I have been able to find, 
there is no such officer known to the 
constitution or the statute as a cabinet 
officer. By courtesy, the president ac- 
cepts the secretaries and chiefs of depart- 
ments as his cabinet. In the sense of the 
offices thus held by courtesy, the cabinet 
officers may properly be said to be the 
‘aids’ of the president. But as the offi- 
cers of the departments created by laws 
enacted by congress the secretaries and 
chiefs of departments are the officers of 
agencies of government created by con- 
gress, deriving their sole powers from 
congress, and directly responsible to con- 
gress, 


Senator Bacon quoted a report made to 
the senate by such eminent lawyers as 
George F. Edmunds, John J. Ingalls, 
George F. Hoar, James F. Wilson and 
William M. Ewarts, in which these learn- 
ed gentlemen say: 


Your committee is unable to dis- 
cover, either in the original act of 
1789 creating .the office of attorney 
general or in the act of 1870 creating 
the department of justice, any provis- 
icn which makes the attorney general 
of the United States in any sense the 
servant of or controlled by the exec- 
utive in the performance of the duties 
imputed to him by law or the nature 
of his office. It is true that fin the 
creation. of the department of state, 
of war, and of the navy, it was pro- 
vided in substance that these secreta- 
ries should perform such duties as 
should from time to time be enjoined 
upon them by the president, and 
should conduct the business of their 
departments in such manner as the 
president should direct, but the com- 
mittee does not think it important to 
the main question under consideration 
that such direction is not to be found 
in the statute creating the depart- 
ment of justice, for it is thought it 
must be obvious that the authority In- 
trusted by the statute in these cases 
to the president to direct and control 
the performance of duties was only a 
superintending authority to regulate 
the performance of the duties that 
the law requtired, and not to require 
the performance of duties that the 
laws had not devolved upon the 
heads of departments, and not to dis- 
pense with or forbid the performance 
of such duties according as it might 
suit the discretion or the fancy of the 
executive. 

The executive is bound by the con- 
stitution and by his oath to take care 
that the laws be faithfully executed, 
and he is himself as much bound by 
the regulations of law as the humb- 
lest officer in the service of the United 
States, and he cannot have authority 
to undertake to faithfully execute the 
laws, whether applied to his own spe- 
cial functions or those of the depart- 
ments created by law, otherwise than 
by causing; so far as he lawfully may 
and by lawful methods, the heads of 
departments’/and other officers of the 
United States to do the duties which 
the law, and not his will, has {mputed 
to them. 

Continuing, Senator Bacon said: ‘‘There 
is one thing which I have found, by the 
way, in that report of the majority, which 
certainly was fll considered by even that 
galaxy of great lawyers; and that is the 
assertidn therein that all of the various 
departments are not required to report to 
congress. Every one of them is; and if 
congress has a right to require a report 
as to one subject, has it not the right to 
require a report as to all? And if con- 
gress, the two houses in their joint capac- 
ity, have a right to pass a law which pre- 
scrikes what a chief of a department shall 
do, ikis because it has the constitutional 
right to command it, because it is the con- 
stitutional right of congress to law down 
the law to a department.”’

Mardi Gras travel to New Orleans is 
absolutely the heaviest the lines in this 
territory have ever known at this period 
of the year. Every train that leaves At- 
lanta for New Orleans is carrying from 
one to three extra sleepers. In addition 
to the travel from New York and other 
eastern points, many tourists in Florida 
are taking advantage of their presence 
in the south and are going out for mardi 
gras. Practically all of this business 
moves through Atlanta. 

The Atlanta and West Point through 
vestibuled train that left Atlanta yester- 
day afternoon carried six Pullman cars 
in addition to the dining car.

IPERSONAL AND POLITICAL 
AT THE NATION’S CAPITAL 


Washington, February 13.—(Special.)— 
The announcement by Senator Spooner, 
of Wisconsin, of his intention to openly 
| fight the ship subsidy bill has served to 
increase the interest felt here over that 
brilliant westerner’s political future. The 
fact that Senator Spooner has decided that 
he will not be a candidate for re-election 
to the senate and that he has declined 
more or less direct overtures looking to 
his becoming the successor of Attorney 
General Griggs in the McKinley cabinet 
have led to the belief that the little sena- 
tor has listened to the siren voices of 
his political admirers and is grooming 
himself for a shy at the presidential nom- 
ination, which the republican party will 
have to bestow upon some worthy son in 
194, The Wisconsin senator has said that 
his reasons for retirement from the senate 
are found in his desire to help his song 
become established in the practice of law 
at Milwaukee, Politicians are, however, 
suspicious of talk of this kind and there 
is more than one astute observer who has 
come to the conclusion that the republi- 
can convention of 1904 will find among its 
membership a very large contingent of 
Spooner delegates. There can be no ques- 
tion that the senator from Wisconsin is 
one of the ablest men in pvbiic life today, 
and there is also no question that he is 
popular not only in his own state, but 
throughout the northwestern part of the 
country. While Senator Fairbanks, of In- 
diana, is doing the most hand shaking 
and pulling the most wires, so far as ex- 
terlor appearances go, there seems no 
question that the senator from Wisconsin 
would be able to divide strength with him 
Caryuetont the west. 

In all the predictions about the cam- 
paign of 194, very little 1s being said 
about one man whom many people if 
Washington regard as a distinct presiden- 
tial possibility. That is the present attor- 
ney general, who hails from New Jersey. 
The refusal of Attorney General Griggs 
to accept the nomination for governor 
of his state in the coming state campaign 
when it is made clear that he could have 
it by saying he was willing, and his de- 
clination to go on the supreme court bench 
of New Jersey, have only served to em- 
phasize the fact that he is New Jersey’s 
favorite son. There have been critics of 
his ability, Dut these have all been si- 
lenced by his masterly presentation of the 
case of the government in the Porto Ri- 
can cases; and if the supreme court in- 
dorses his contention, as most people be- 
lleve it will, that fact will serve to bring 
Attorney General Griggs into even more 
distinctive prominence. Now the New Jer- 
sey politicians see no reason why the 
presidential nomination should go to New 
York if it is to come east. Of course, 


Vice President-elect Roosevelt believes 
that this nomination is his by 
every possible _ right. ns how- 
ever, not- considered at all prob 


able here in Washington that Senator 
Platt and the New York organization will 
let Mr. Roosevelt have that nomination, 
even if they have to send an Odell] dele- 
gation to puncture any Roosevelt boom 
that may be developed. With this differ- 
ence in New York, the friends of Governor 
Griggs believe that he would be the logi- 
cal eastern candidate, and if the supreme 
court finds with him In these flag-and- 
constitution cases, presidentials prophets 
will do well to see that his name is in 
their list of distinct probabilities. 

Since Senator Billy Mason ceased firing 
brickbats and other missiles into the ad- 
ministration’s back yard, he has become

a familiar visitor at the white house, For 
a long time the junior senator from [il'- 
nois was not permitted to share in the 
distribution of patronage, and his political 
friends were becoming hungry and dis- 
posed to look the state over for some one 
to succeed him who would have a fair 
division of the spoils over which Senator 
Cullom seemed to have a monopoly. Sen- 
ator Mason's attitude toward the admiu- 
istration has apparently undergone a de- 
cided change, and he is happy in the be- 
lief that he is as welcome at the white 
house as “the flowers of spring.” 

Just now there are several important 
appointments about te be made in Iili- 
nois, ipcluding a United States judgeship 
and a postmaster at Chicago. Senator 
Mason’s term is about to expire, and he is ' 
figuring on a re-election. It igs under- 
stood that he has played the political 
game so cleverly that he has practically 
secured the Chicago postoffice appoint- 
ment for a personal friend who enginee:- 
ed his senatorial campaign at Springfield 
In return for this concession Senator Cul- 
lom, it is understood, will name the new 
Cnited States judge to be appointed. 
There are several other smaller federal 
sppointments to be made in Illinois, and 
upon the strength cf his restoration to 
good standing at the white house Senator 
Billy will probably be permitted fo divide 
favors ajl down the line with Senatur 


Cullom. i 


Up to a recent period Senator Mason 
had very little to show in the way of 
patronage as the result of his four years’ 
service in the senate. Being a practical 
politician, ard representing such a large 
office-seeking constituency, he is inclined 
to be very grateful for these crumbs of 
comfort which fall from the president's 
table at this particular time. His friends 
claim that his chances of succeeding him- 
self are thereby improved, notwithstand- 
ing the report current throughout the 
state of LIllinots that young Charley 
Dawes, the able, popular and clever 
comptroller of the currency, is in the 
senatorial race, with the administration 
behind him. 

It is observed that Senator Mason is not 
as belligerent nor as pugnacious now as 
he was during his early career as a sena- 
tor.

Mr. Ed 
Guthrie, who lives at the house, was 
asked to go to the home where Hamilton 
had been living and ask if he was there 
or if Mrs. Wilson had been heard from. 
Neither were at the honie, and with a 
friend of Hamilton's, Guthrie called at 
the police statign to a&Sk if Hamilton had 
been arrested on any charge. 

At first the family felt confident that the 
couple had run away and married. When 
the woman had not returned or sent any 
message to the home Tuesday night the 
family became thoroughly aroused and 
began a most vigorous search for the 
missing couple. Nothing, however, could 
be found of them. No one could be found 
who had seen them since they turned 
from Auburn avenue to Ivy street, and no 
trace of either could be discovered.

It was found 
that Hamilton had relatives in Mobile, 
but telegrams to them developed the fact 
that he had not been seen there, but that 
he had been mailed a letter containing 
money on the day of the disappearance. 


Foul Play Suspected. 


The theory of foul play suddenly made |: 


itself very prominent, and last night the 
relatives of the young w.dow felt certain 
that that theory would explain the dis- 
appearance. They fear that Hamilton 
forced Mrs. Wilson, through threats or 
persuasion, to board the car and ride out 
with him to the city limits. This theory 
is substantiated, it is said, by the fact 
that for several days Hamilton had been 
despondent and very much affected by 
the treatment he had received. 

Sunday morning in a talk with Wil 
Johns, a friend, it is said, he remarked: 
“I'm a@ great mind to kill her and my- 
self—shoot the very life out of her.”’ 

Mrs. Wilson has a pretty little girl, 
seven years of age, and last night at a 
late hour the child was crying and plead- 
ing for her mother. Mrs. McCrary was 
hysterically begging for her daughter, 
and together the mother and the daugh- 
ter of the disappeared woman made a 
pitiful picture, as they cried and begged 
for the absent one. 

Mrs. Wilson is about thirty years of 
age, wears glasses and when last seen 
was wearing a dark blue suit and velvet 
hat. Hamilton is about twenty-six years 
of age and is a sickly looking man, 
~The detective department will be given 
the case this morning, and the best men 
of the force will be detailed to solve the 
mystery of the disappearance.

AGREEMENT IS NOW DESIRED 


Ranger Service Has Been Increased 
by a Bill. 


OIL WELLS MUST “BE EQUIPPED 


Interlocking Switches at Railroad 
Crossings Are Now To Be 
Provided. 


Austin, Tex., February 13.—(Special.)— 
After rather lengthy discussion over its 
bill seeking to purify political ejections, 
the house recommitted the bill with sev- 
eral pending substitutes this morning, in 
the hope of being able to secure some 
kind of measure that would be agreeable 
to all factions in the legislature. The 
house passed finally a bill providing for an 
increase in the ranger service of the 
state, making provisions for ‘its mainte- 
nance, 

The senate passed finally its bill re- 
quiring all oil wells to be equipped with 
full way gate valves securely attached 
to the outer or inner string of pipe be- 
fore reaching the oil bearing strata. Af- 
ter a non-successful effort to pass its 
bill carrying an appropriation of $40,000 
for the establishment of an industrial 
school for girls at Bryan, the senate set 
it for a special session next Wednésday. 
The senate passed finally a bill under 
consideration yesterday requiring rail- 
road companies to provide interlocking 
switches at railroad crossings. A bill was 
introduced in the house requiring all rail- 
roads tc stop all passenger trains at all 
county seats, regardless of the standing 
of the train with regard to through ser- 
vice or local business. 
is provided for each violation. A bill was 
introduced in the house requiring all mu- 
tual annuity and life insurance compa- 
nies to deposit $1,000 with the state freas- 
urer for each $1,000,000 worth of insurance 
issued in Texas. 

A bill was introduced providing that in 
future in all damage suits the attorneys 
for the plaintiff shall not receive in ex- 
cess of 10 per cent attorneys’ fees for all 
judgments from one to two thousand dol- 
lars or less, and not exceeding 5 per cent 
for all judgments exceeding that amount.

CDAY is the day of days when the 
T alchemy of conditions combines to 

change the order of things, and sen- 
timent, pent up and suppressed for twelve 
long months, breaks its bomis and runs 
riot over the land. The Pessimist grows 
poetic and the Cynic discovers that there 
is something above and beyond the con- 
fines of his dyspeptic philosophy, and ac- 
tually forgets himself so far as to nod 
Pleasantly to his young acquaintance, the 
Optimist, whose tender years and inexpe- 
rience are responsible for a cherished be- 
lief that the world is a jolly old place 
in spite of the carping criticisms he hears 
from his elders. As for the optimist, that 
healthy minded young person is working 
overtime today, and with Cupid for a 
guide, is doing any number of things that 
never occur to him at any other season 
of the year. 

For this is St. Valentine’s day, the day 
when all followers of Cupid are supposed 
to throw caution ao the winds, and the 
most timorous is privileged to express his 
peculiar state of mind in unequivocal 
terms couched in cloying phrases. 

Ask the pessimist his opinion of &t. 
Valentine’s day and he will tell you it 
is a snare and a delusion—a meaningicss 
survival of other and better days. He 
will tell you that sentiment is on the de- 
cline, or that it has ceased to exist alto- 
gether. If his digestive apparatus is in 
sufficiently good working order, he may 
grow communicative and point you to the 
“other days’’ as an illustration. 

“Valentine’s day! Pshaw! The thought 
makes me/weary. The ideaof any 
one supposing that sentiment is really 
alive and kicking in this hard commertial 
age. It’s absurd. Sentiment has been a 
cold, clammy corpse these 200 years. Now, 
in the days of Daphne and Chloe and 
Phyllis it was different. The women who 
lived im those days were above vulgar 
thoughts of the dollar, and men won them 
without money or means.

tieth century. As an inspiration to senti- 
ment, the modern Gibson girl, who has 
good red corpuscles in her veins’and has 
forgotten the gentle art of opportune 
fainting, would give them all a year’s 
start and beat them to first piace in a 
man’s affections. 

Despite the Pessimist, who is a product 
of no particular period or clime, senti- 
ment is just as much alive today as it ever 
was. It's inspiration has been altered and 
in this process of alternation the form of 
expression has been changed—that is all. 
The young man who buys Parma violets 
today as a token of his regard for the 
modern Alice or Lucy or Mary is too 
busy making money to spend laborious 
hours at love missfves. The chances are 
that if he were so inclined, Alice would 
be minus the violets. Life’s too short, 
according to the twentieth century young 
man to spend one’s time in making “Val- 
entine’s day” rhymes with “roundelay”’ 
or “blithe and gay,” or dhy of the in- 
numerable things that prove so provok- 
ingly elusive when most needed. No, the 
modern young man gives expression fo 
his sentiment in a different way. And 
the chances are that when St. Valentine's 
day has helped him to win his bride he 
will make her a much better husband 
than Sir Rodger Lovelace, who was all fire 
and enthusiasm and poetry personified 
before the wedding day. 
sentiment has more lasting qualities. Af- 
ter Sir Rodger had won her, Lady Daphne 
was, from all accounts, entirely out. of 
the running. Sir Rodger spent all his 
sentiment in one prodigal period. Prosiac 
John Smith is saving in his habits and 
has enough to last after the nuptial knot 
is tied. 

But this is wanderiny wide the mark.

POLITICAL AND PERSONAL 
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AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


Governor Candler yesterday issued a 


.;commission to Hon. David Wells, repre- 


sentative from Chatham county, as tax 
collector for that county under appoint- 
ment by the county commissioners, to fill 
the office made vacant by the death of 
Captain J. J. McGowan until an election 


can be held. Mr. Wells will not resign hisy ‘UMIty. 


seat In the legislature, as it seems under 


the law this is mot necessary. Under 
the constitution no.member of the legisla- 
ture can be appointed to any office by the 
governor, nor elected to any office by the 
legislature during the term for which he 
is elected. This, however, does not pre- 
vent a member of the legislature from ac- 
cepting such other offices as are not pro- 
hibited by this section of the constitu- 
tion. It is understood that Mr. Wells will 
also be a candidate for tax collector of 
Chatham county at the election, which 
will be called by the commissioners at 


some later date, and if elected. he will, 
no doubt, resign his seat. 


Pension Commissioner Lindsey discov- 
ered yesterday that he had paid a pen- 
sion of $25 to John W. Christian, Elbert 
county, who was convicted in January in 
the United States court for the eighth 
time of illicit distilling and sentenced to 
spend two years in the United States 
nenitentiary at Nashville, Tenn. It hag 
been the commissioner’s intention not to 
pay the pension until he discovered wheth- 
er, being in the penitentiary, Christian 
was entitled to draw- it; but the proofs 
had been made out, and Tom Swift, of 
Elbert, had power of attorney for Chris- 
tians along with other pensioners there. 
This pension was for the loss of a nand. 
It appears that indigents are not entitled 
to pensions if they are serving terms in 
the penitentiary, but that does not pres 
vent invalid or disabled pensioners from 
drawing them. Christian attempted to get 
his money before he was taken to Nash- 
ville, but the pension commissioner de- 
clined to pay it at that time. 


Three small railroads have failed vp to 
date to pay their state and county taxes, 
which caused Comptroller General Wright 
to notify their officers yesterday that 
these taxes must be paid at once or exe- 
cutions will be levied against their prop- 
erty. They are the Stillmore Air-Line, 
down in Tattnall county, which,it appears, 
is always behind; the Gainesville and Hall 
county street railroad, and the Talbotton 
railroad, a seven-mile line in Talbot 
county. The notice from the comptroller 
general will probably bring them *o time. 


Governor Candler yesterday pardoned 
W. H. Underwood, of Habersham county, 
who was convicted of simple larceny at 
the March term in 1897, and sentenced 
to serve fifteen years in the penitentiary. 
That appears to be a long term for simple 
larceny, but horse stealing was Under- 
wood’s offense, and the court gave Rim 
the lirgit. He has been in very bad health, 
and his conduct has been uniformly good. 
These and other considerations led the 
governor to pardon him under the favor- 
able recommendation of the pardon board. 


The packing houses, it appears, have 
decide to adopt a new course in their op- 
position to the specific tax of $200 upon 
“each of their agencies. Instead of pro- 
ceeding by injunction against the tax col- 
lector, it,is understood they will pay the 
tax under protest, and bring suit against 
the authorities to recover it. Their first 
idea was to enjoin the tax collector of 
Fulton county from collecting it, but this 
seems to have been abandoned. 


Comptroller General Wright discovered 
yesterday that Merritt W. Dixon, of 8a- 
vannah, who operates a large lumber 
cainp in the southern part of the state, 
had not, up to the present time, paid the 
amount due the state for the hire of con- 
victs for the last quarter of 1900. Mr. 
Dixon owed $2,381.29 for the quarter which 
was due on January 14th. The comptroller 
general telegraphed him yesterday and 
received a reply stating that a check 
would be mailed at once. 


Ordinary A. D. Hogg, of Polk county, 
was at the capitol yesterday and re- 
ceived from State Treasurer Park %5,6% 
which he carried back to the pensioners of 
his county. Judge R. A. Childs, of Pauld- 
ing county, also received $5,170 for the pen- 
sioners of his county. The treasurer also 
paid out about $15,000: through Comptroller 
General Wright. 


The state board of entomology will meet 
in Macon tomorrow. It is stated that a 


| 


large number of fruit and truck growers 
from the southern part of the state will 
be there to confer with the board with 
regard to /the work of thé department of 
entomology. They have been invited by 
Commissioner O. B. Stevens, of the agri- 
cultural department, to be present, and 
many will take advantage of the cppor- 
They will hear the annual re- 
port of State_ Entomologist Scott and will 
offer such suggestions as they may de- 
sire with regard to the work to be done 
by the department during the coming 
year. Another matter to come before the 
board will be the election of an assistant 
to the state entomologist, this being raade 
possible through the additional anoropria- 
tion of $2,500 a year given the department 
by the legislature at its last session. 


It appears that Brunswick and Stillmore 
have been Jevying municipal taxes upcon 
agents of sewing machine companies, 
from which taxes such agents are exempt 
under the recent tax act. One of the sew- 
ing machine companies which has agents 
in both places wrote to the comptroller 
general yesterday and stated that Eiruns- 
wick had charged_a municipal tax of $15 
and Stillmore $10. Section 10 of the gen- 
eral tax act which taxes sewing machine 
companies $200, and each of their agents 
$10 for each county in which they do bus- 
iness, specifically exempts such aprents 
from municipal taxes.

Atlanta Construction Company To 
Build the Sewers. 


SUBMITTED VERY LOW BID 


Pipe Cuntracts To Be Let When All 


the Samples Have Been Thor- 
oughly Tested, 


At a meeting of the sewer committee of 
council yesterday morning contracts for 
material were let to the firms making the 
lowest bids. Randal Bros. secured a con- 
tract for “‘Louisville’’ cement to be de- 
livered in sacks at 40 cents per 100 pounds. 

The bids for cement were submitted on 
an estimat? of 800,000 pounds. Upon the 
application of V. H,. Kreigshaber, the city 
engineer was given authority to experi- 
ment with certaip brands of cement 
which Mr. Kreigshaber represents. 

For the work of constructing sewers the 
Atlanta Construction Company secured 
the city contract. The bid was low and 
some discussion. 
Several items of the bid were thought to 
be speculative and the idea was expressed 
that the company would probably lose 
money by accepting the contract. 

Attorney Malvern Hill appeared before 
the committee on behalf of the Construc- 
tion Company, the members of which, he 
said. were his personal friends, and stated 
that as long as the company Was required 
to give a $5,000 bond, which would fully 
protect the city from any loss, he did not 
see why the city should be concerned with 
the possible loss which might be sustain; 
ed by the Construction Company. The 
bid was accepted. 

W. 8S. Withers, agent, secured the con- 
tract for supplying the iron castings for 
man-hole and catch basin covers. The 
bid was $1.60 per 100 pounds of material. 
The same bidder was given the contract 
for eight, ten and twelve inch vaives for 
flush tanks to cost $4.58 each. 

The bids for sewer pives were held up 
until tests of samples submitted could be 
made. There were three bids for pipes 
received and City Engineer Clayton made 
several tests yesterday afternoon,

WHAT SHALL WE DO WITH OUR CRIMINALS? 
PUNISHMENT IS NOT THE FINAL STEP 


HY should a criminal convicted 
of crime be sentenced to serve a 


’ term of ten years or any other 


stated time in prison? 

If the ends for which penalty is im- 
posed are the protection of society and 
the reformation of the law breaker, why 
should such a sentence be declared as to 
make impossible, in multitudes of cases, 
the attainment of the very results sought 
for? 

When a judge on the bench pronounces 
the sentence, ‘‘ten years’ imprisonment at 
hard labor,”’ how does he know but what 
at the expiration of that period the con- 
vict will come forth as dangerous to 
society as he was on the day when first 
he donned the prisoner’s garb? If the 
history of crime shows what it is widely 
claimed to show, namely, that public 
interests are constantly imperiled by the 
liberation from penitentiaries and jails 
of convicts more hardened in iniquity 
than when they entered those places 
of confinement, and who begin at once 
to plot against and to prey upon the 
interests of honesty, has not justice 
flagrantly miscarried? Hag not the pub- 
lic a right to proclaim against the con- 
victed culprit perpetually? On what 
ground can the setting at liberty of an 
impenitent convict be defended? Is mot 
the act of freeing one who is well known 
to possess overmuch depravity, waiting 
for him to commit a second offense, going 
to the expense of time and money to re- 
try, re-convict and re-incarcerate him in 
the penitentiary on a par with the wisdom 
(?) which never locks the stable door 
till after the horse has been stolen? And 
is this the best to which advocates of the 
determinate sentence have attained in 
the endeavor to protect society? 

.soreover, if the liberated convict is a 
menace to the peace of the public, this 
fact proves that the sentence endured 
brought no deterrent effect on his pur- 
poses, much less any reconstruction of 
his character. So the administration of 
such “justice” doubly fails. It neither 
gives adequate protection to society nor 
does it, in the majority of cases, minister 
to the good of the offender. 

Thoughtful minds engaged in the study 
of criminology have for many years been 
asking the above question and more ani 
thore firmly have they come to rest in 
the conclusion stated. 

They have not stopped tlere, however,

but have devised a more excellent way 
of dealing with crime. Under the agita- 
tion caused, and the educative influences 
exerted, by such men as President Brink- 
erhoff, of the National Prison Associa- 
tion, and Mr. Z. R. Brockway, for. many 
years at the head of the world-famous 
Elmira reformatory, and as a result of 
the gratifying reports from the insti- 
tutions where the new methods have been 
put in force, it is not too much to predict 
that our long time customs of handling 
criminals will gradually, but most cer- 
tainly, disappear. 

At the heart of the new oiiaitiaiaes is the 
indeterminate sentence. All crime is sub- 
versive of man’s best interests and is 
therefore unnatural to him. Crime is a 
result of sin, and sin is disease—disease of 
the imagination, of the wil, of the senti- 
ments, of the reason, as the case may be. 
A criminal is a sin-sick soul. While his 
malady is upon him he is an enemy to 
himself and a marplot to the welfare of 
mankind. When the ailment is so pro- 
nounced that it issues in overt acts of in- 
jury to others the state steps in and gives 
society the protection rightly expected by 
arresting, trying and convicting the law- 
. breaker and committing him to prison. 
And for how long a time? No time is 
stated under the new penology. The 
length of the fellon’s term of imprison- 
ment depends on the speediness of his re- 
covery to such a degree of wise self-gzov- 
ernment as will make him a safe citizen 
to be at large. This attainment is to be 
evidenced by certain and ample tests, by 
observation which covers a sufficient 
period of time to satisfy those who have 
him in immediate charge and whose duty 
it is to judge of the progress toward re- 
covery in every case. If at the expira- 
tion of ten years the pmsoner has not 
“come to himself’ he shall not go forth. 
If necessary he shall be restrained of his 
liberty twenty years, or forty years, or 
during the entire period of his natural 
life. If a man should be taken violently 
insane and so endanger the lives of his 
family he would not be sentenced to the 
asylum for a definite term of years. He 
would be confined until it was adjudged 
that his release would not militate against 
other members of his home. If that day 
never came he would wisely be retained in 
custody to the end of life. So does the in- 
determinate sentence protect society from 
the uncured criminal by treatmerit which 
parallels that accorded the insane. 

On the other hand the indeterminate 
sentence is highly successful in reforming 


the convict. He is made at once to under« 
Stand that he is regarded as being af- 
flicted with an infirmity of soul: that he 
is to be dealt with according to the prin- 
ciples cf the great Physician: that the 
severity of his punishment and its dura- 
tion depend entjrely, not upon the hein- 
ousness of his past crime, but upon the 
progress he makes toward the recovery 
of moral sanity. The lamp of hope sheds 
its bright beams athwart his pathway. 
The love of libertv makes its appeal. 
Such a sentence has in it the soul of kind- 
ness and this overcomes the resentment 
which most fellons feel toward those whe 
administer to them thea verdicts of the 
courts. 


The principle of the indeterminate sen- 
tence is emphasized by a variety of ad- 
juncts which go to make up the dis- 
ciplinary treatment within the prison. 
Some of these are a system of debit and 
credit marks; classification in different 
grades upon entrance to prison life, with 
the passing from a higher grate to a 
lower or from a lower to a higher ac- 
cording to demerit or merit in every case: 
steady employment of mind and hand. 
while constant suggestion is being made 
to the ethical sense of the offender of 
such a nature as to call for discriminat- 
ing choice continually. Striped suits are 
not worn upon the entrance to prison. 
The parole or conditional release gen- 
erally maintains when prisoners first go 
forth. In the Elmira, N. Y., reforma- 
tory, where the new methods are largely 
applied, it is stated in the official. report 
that during the last twenty years over 
89 per cent of the prisoners discharged by 
parole were rescued from criminal ca- 
reers. They have become not only safe 
citizens, but contributors to the well be- 
ing of the public. Thus the indeterminate 
sentence commends itself not only in 
theory, but in practice. It accomplishes 
as no other penal methods have both 
objects for which the state lays its 
strong hand on the lawless—the protec- 
tion of society and the reformation of 
the criminal. Says Charles Dudley War- 
ner: 


“The proposed indeterminate sentence, 
with reformatory discipline, is the only 
one that promises to relieve society of 
the insolent domination and terrorism of 
che criminal class; is the only one that 
can deter men from making a career of — 
crime; is the only one that offers a fair 
prospect for the reformation of the crim- 
inal offender.”’

Surprises Were Sprung Dur.ng Elec- 
tion by Tax Committee 


WEST FAILED. OF RE-ELECTION 


‘W. T. Winn Takes His Place as a 
Clerk in the Office of City 
Tax Assessors. 


Clarence E. Moore was yesterday elected 
creTk of the city tax committee by a unan- 
imous vote of that body. There was no 
Other name mentioned for the position, 
althovgh it was generally supposed that 
W. T. Winn was also a possibility. 

R. BH. Bosche, who has been the clerk 
of the tax committee for the past thir- 
teen months, was not a candidate to suc- 
ceed himself. Mr. Winn, while not nomi- 
nated for the clerkship, was elected one 
of the three clerks in the tax assessors’ 
office, to succeed Graham West. John 
Malone and George Beauchamp were both 
re-elected to positions in the assessors’ 
Office. 

Mr. Moore will begin his duties as clerk 
of the tax committee on March Ist, ahd 
in the meantime he will occupy himsclf 
in becoming familiar with the details of 
the work. While he will be nominally 
clerk of the tax committee Mr. Moore will 
also be clerk of the recorder’s court, at- 
, tending both the morning and afternoon 
\ session of that tribunal. He will also be 

equired to lend such assistance to the 
city clerk as may be necessary when an 
extra man is needed in that office. The 
pay of the office is $75 a month. 

The ‘clerk of the tax committee is not 
elected for any stated term, but it ts 
usually understood that the successful 
candidate is reasorably sure of the office 
¢for twelve months, provided his services 
are considered perfectly satisfactory by 
the. committee. The committee also de- 
cided that the terms of office of the clerks 
in the tax assessors’ office should begin on 
the 20th of this month. 

The election yesterday was a complete 
Surprise to many who have kept. up with 
affairs about the city hall. It was under- 


stood that both Mr. Winn and Mr. Moore 


were working hard for the place of clerk 
of the tax committee, and the two candi- 
dates felt regsonably sure of election, For 
several days past it was rumored that 
Mr. Winn had possibly the better chance 
of the two, but all realized that a change 
might be made at a moment’s notice. And 
that is what occurred. 


West Was Sacrificed. 

The sacrifice of Mr. West made a place 
for Mr. Winn. It is believed by many 
that the election 'yesterday may have 
‘fome effect_on tlm race for police com- 
sioner, but those who are in a position 
to know are non-committal. Mr. West 
is a relative of Alderman Day. 

The election of three clerks. for the 
tax assessors’ office was the first mafter 
to be taken up by the committee at the 
meeting at -11 o’clock yesterday morning. 
Councilman Kontz nominated John Ma- 
-Jone for one ‘of ‘the positions.’ ‘This re- 
ceived the second of Councilman Giags, 
and Mr. Malone was elected by a unani- 
mous vote of the committee. Again Mr. 
Kontz presented a nomination. This time 
it was Mr. Beauchamp. Mr. Beauchamp’s 
nomination was seconded, and he was 
likewise elected unanimously. 

Alderman Kilpatrick immediately placed 
in nomination the name of Graham West 
for re-election, and Councilman Glass of- 
fered’ the name of W. T. Winn for. the 
consideration of the committee. A vote 
was taken. Messrs. Kontz, Reed and 
Glass voted for Mr. Winn, while Messrs. 
Kilpatrick and LaHatte cast their votes 
for Mr. West. Mr. Winn was formally 
declared elected, to begin his duties in the 
tax assessors’ office on the 20th of this 
mor th. 

The election of a clerk for the commit- 
tee was next taken up. Councilman Reed 
nominated Clarence E. Moore for the 
place. .The nomination received the gec- 
ond of Councilman Glass, and Mr. M@ore 
was elected by a unanimous vote. 

Clarence E. Moore, the newly elected 
clerk of the city tax committee, is a law- 
ver by profession. He read law in the of- 
fice of Hoke Smith and was admitted to 
the bar before Judge George Hillyer. He 
has for years been prominent in both 
county and city politics and is now a 
member of the democratic executive com- 
mittee of Fulton county. Mr. Moore is 
also special representative of the demio- 
cratic national executive committee. He 
was one of the founders of the Ycung 
Men’s Democratic League, and is a writer 
of both prose and poetry. For ten con- 
secutive years Mr. Moore was clerk to 
former Commissioner of Public Works 
David G. Wylie, and at one time was a 
candidate for the office himself. There 
were three in the race, Mr. Moore get- 
ting 2,100 of the votes cast. Mr. Wylie, 
however, was re-elected at that time.

To Pass New Must Get a Two-Thirds 
Vote. 


MAY COME UP ON MONDAY

If Action Is Taken, Separate \Votes 


on Will Be Necessary. 


FOURTH WARD CITIZENS ISSUE LETTER 


Work of Preparing for Next Munici- 
pal Election Has Commenced. 
Petition To Be Circulated. 


Widespread interest was manifested 
yesterday in the veto by Mayor Mims 
of the Forrest avenue franchise granted 
by council for a term of forty-eight years. 
The mayor’s message to council, which 
Was returned with the veto, and which 
explained succinctly why the grant had 
failed of approval, formed the topic for 
general conversation. 

The matter is now up tothe council. 
That body, at its next regular meeting, 
which occurs Monday afternoon, will 
either sustain the mayor’s veto or else 
grant the franchise over his ngn-approval. 


The paper will be acted upon the same 
as if it had only just been received from 
a committee, each branch of the general 
council taking action separately, 

, \It will take a two-thirds vote of both 
bodies to carry the franchise over the veto 
of the mayor.. There are fourteen mem- 
bers of caquncil and it will take ten votes 
of that body to override the veto, and 
as there are six aldermen, it will be nec- 
essary to have four votes from that body 
to accomplish the same end. 

It has been thoueht by many that when 
the matter comes up for action the gen- 
eral council shall vote, but section 23 of 
the city code, in the following language, 
sets out how the voting shall be done: 

The mayor shal have four days after the 
meeting at which the general council voted, or 
after the board of aldermen voted thereon, in 
which to file with the clerk, in writing, his ap- 
proval or veto; and he shal] within such four 
days approve or veto such orders, ordinances 
or resolutions; but the general council may, in 
the manner prescribed by this charter for vot- 
ing on such questions, pass the said” ord®r, 
ordinance or resolution, notwithstanding the 
veto, by vote of two-thirds, to be taken by 
veas and nays, and entered on the minutes. 

The manner prescribed is that in adopt- 
ing ordinances granting franchises the 
two bodies composing the general council 
shall vote senarately. 


Letter to the Public. 


On yestetday morning Jerome Silvey, 
BE. C. Crichton, W. 8S. Gorman, J. R. Nut- 
tirn~ and others, composing the commit- 
tee of fourth ward citizens, addressed a 
letter to the public concerning the For- 
rest avenue matter. In part this letter 
was as follows: 

To the Public: Ten years of neglect and in- 
efficient service by the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company resulting in personal hardships 
and loss to us, so often detailed to the public, 
caused a recent uprising in the fourth ward. 
The sole and only object in this movement was 
to obtain a clean, direct, competitive line to 
the city. There was but one competing crm- 
pany, the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company, and 
at our ‘solicitation this company permitted us 
to use its name for the purpose of obtaining 
the only possible relief for our section. 

After months of delay and opposition, we 
succeeded in obtaining almost unanimously a 
franchise which contained every condition ever 
put upon the Transit company, which expired 
at the earliest period of the expiration of any 
street car franchise, and which was just and 
fair, both to the public and to ourselves. 

We did not attempt in procuring this fran- 
chise to subserve the interests of the Rapid 
Transit company, and the period named in the 
franchise was put in after a conference with 
that compafiy and upon an assurance made to 
eur committee that the company could not ac- 
cept a franchise for twenty-one years for the 
reasons whfch have been made public. 

We were therefore in our cry for help and 
aid reduced to the necessity of fighting for this 
franchise before the council, and we did this be- 
cause it did not affect the city one way or the 
other. ahd it gave us the relief to which we 
were entitled. 

We have again conferred this morning with 
Mr. H. M.. Atkinson to ascertain whether, in 
the light of the mayor's veto, his company 
would accept the franchise as proposed by the 
mayor. It will not accept the franchise for the 
term named, and will file an official statement 
to that effect, under its corporate seal, in the 
clerk’s office: if there be any further doubt 
upon the subject. 

Upon the face of the mayor's message it 
might seem to the casual reader that although 
our franchise had been vetoed, yet Ahe relief 
we sought was but a few days distant, but we 
who have been dealing with this situation and 
understand its. full nature and the surrounding 
circumstances, know this to be utterly impos- 
gible. It is easy to demonstrate that we cannot 
obtain the relief in the manner which is indi- 
cated by that message. 

We have demonstrated that if the twenty-one 
year theory of the mayor be expedient and wise 
that this grant to the Transit company of this 
franchise in no wise conflicts with it; and from 
these six blocks, under the peculiar circum- 
stances, the city can never derive a cent of rev- 
enue except from the increased taxable value 
of our property which would be enhanced by 
its building. 

We do not believe that the citizens of this 
town will permit this injustice to be done us. 
We do most confidently rely upon your aid 
and your sympathy in our attempt to obtain 


this competitive service, and we beg you to 
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“You can’t get a negro within a mile of 
the place where the Gamp Creek wreck oc- 
curred, after the sun goes down,”’ said a 
gentleman from McDonough, who was in 
Atlanta yesterday. “They don’t like 
to visit the place where so many people 
went down to an awful death, even when 
the sun is spining, but after nightfall, no 
amount of money would tempt a negro 
to pass by the scene of the wreck. But 
this awe of the place is not confined to 
the negroes. There are many white peo- 
ple in that section who will go miles out 
of their way to avoid passing the scene 
of the wreck after the sun has set. _ 

“The negroes say the place is haunted 
by the epirits of those who rushed to 
death on that night of the storm. You 
may laugh at the negroes and assure 
them that there are no such things as 
ghosts, but they will calmly tell you that 
they know better, for their eyes have 
seen white-clad forms flitting about Camp 
Creek. 

“The story current among the negroes 
is that nightly a spectral train, manned 
by a spectral crew and carrying spectral 
passengers rushes along the tracks until 
it reaches the Camp Creek bridge and 
then goes through the bridge. Immedli- 
ately after the train goes tumbling down 
into the creek cries and groans are heard, 
and white-sheeted forms are seen strug- 
gling in the water. 

“According to the negroes, the train 
is entirely spectral. It rushes along in 
a noiseless manner. The engineer is at 
the throttle, but no smoke comes from the 
Still the train rushes along at 
as if driven by some 


engine. 
headlong speed, 
invisible power. 

“Of course,’’ concluded the gentleman, 
“any intelligent person knows there is 
nothibg in the story told by the negroes. 
Their story is simply the outgrowth of the 
grossest superstition. But while we all 
know that, we are all somewhat affect- 
ed by the tale of spectral train spec- 
tral crew and spectral passengers. It 
appeals to that fondness for the su- 
pernatural which is inherent in us all, 
whether we know it or not. The result 
is that everybody down there talks about 
the spectral train and, while, knowing bet- 
ter, yet more than half believes that the 
story is true. The children all firmly 
believe the story and any unusual noise 
at night causes the little ones to cry out 
that the ghost train is passing.”’ 


‘“Atianta,”’ said a hotel clerk yester- 
day, “is becoming a great place for tour- 
ists during the winter. I don’t mean 
that they pass the entire winter here, but 
in going to and returning from Florida 
they always spend from one to two weeks 
in the city. 

“When a party of northern or western 
people leave for the Peninsular State their 
first stop is in Atlanta. It seerhs like 
they can't get through without stopping. 
They are eager to visit the points of his- 
toric interest about the city. They first 
inspect the battlefields out Peachtree way 
and then go down to Jonesboro and look 
over the battlefields there, and when they 
return from visiting the battlefields they 
bring with them a lot of relics. I don’t 
know where they find them, but they get 
hold of some odd things. It was only 
yesterday that a party came back from 
Peachtree creek with a skull which, it 
was claimed, was found on the battle- 
field. 

“This desire on the part of northern peo- 
plea en rounte to Florida to visit the bat- 
tlefields about Atlanta has added no Iit- 
tle to the incomes of two or three con- 
federate veterans who were in Hood's 
army when it was trying to drive back 
Sherman. These veterans act as guides 
and are paid for their services. 

“If the battlefields are ever turned into 
a national park, the number of tourists 
stopping here will be greatly increased. 
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Then many of them will stop for a month 
or more instead of a few days, as at 
present.’’ 


‘We have a ‘dead ringer’ for President 
McKinley in our town,” said a gentleman 
from Macon at the Kimball yesterday. 

‘The man who resembles the president 
so closely is Editor G. C. Matthews, of 
The Macon Evening News. The likeness 
is so striking that several times Mr. Mat- 
thews has been mistaken for the pres- 
ident. Mr. Matthews has the same Na- 
poleonic cast of features as the Ohioan, 
and the same sort of glive complexion. I 
am told, too, that Mr. Matthews’s voice 
is much of the same timbre as that of 
the president. 

‘‘This resemblance has placed Mr. Mat- 
thews in some funny situations. Back 
in the world’s fair year, when he was 
editor of The Memphis Appeal-Avalanche, 
he was selected to deliver an oration at 
the White City. Mr. Matthews pre- 
pared his oration and was in Chicago at 
the appointed time. When he rose to 
speak some one in the hall mistook him 
for McKinley, who was then governor of 
Ohio, and began cheering for the apostle 
of protection. Aft first the editor didn't 
understand, but he soon caught on, and 
tried to explain, but in vain. The crowd 
believed that. McKinley was speaking, 
and they hurrahed for the Ohioan during 
the entire time the Memphis editor was 
speaking. 

“But if Editor Matthews is republican 
in looks, he is not in principles. He is 
a democrat of the old school. He is a 
Kentuckian by birth, I think. For years 
he was city editor of The Courier-Journal 
and knows more good stories about Hen- 
ry Watterson than any man in the coun 
try. When Hancock and English were 
the democratic candidates for president 
and vice presidext,, Mr. Matthews was 
private secretary to English. Personally, 
Mr. Matthews is one of the most genial 
of men, and many a man who doesn’t 
know McKinley, but does know Matthews, 
thinks the former must be a good man 
because he resembles the latter.’’ 


“There is a real live lord in Atlanta,” 
said a gentleman yesterday. “IT don't 
know what he is lord of, but that he is a 
lord, I know, ‘for he himself hath said 
it." Come here and I'll prove to you that 
we have a lord among us,"

Samuel C. Clarke Sues J. H. and A. L. 
James for $3,000. 


RESULT OF A MONEY LOAN 


Clarke Claims They Charged Him 
Ruinously Usurious Interest. 


HE CHARGES MALICIOUS PROSECUTION 


Alleged That the Money Lenders 
Endeavored To Extort Money 
by Criminal Process.

Samuel C. Clarke, through his attorneys, 
John A. Boykin and Walter W. Visanska, 
has filed a very sensational suit in the 
city court against J. H. and A. L. James. 
Clarke charges that the defendants. ma- 
liciously prosecuted him for an alleged 
debt, and also that a note he tendered 
thein was “doctored.” He sues for $3,000. 

J. H. and A. L. James, it is alleged, 
are engaged in the money lending busi- 
ness, and in October, 1899, Clarke borrowed 
$40 from them, giving in return a note for 
$42, payable in thirty days. On maturity 
Clarke paid the $2 interest, it is stated, 
and gave a renewal note on November 1, 
1899, for $42, payable in thirty days. The 
transaction, it is alleged, amounted to a 
charge for the use of the monoey of the 
exorbitant rate of @ per cent per an- 
num. 

On January 28, 1901, it is claimed that 
the defendants had Clarke arrested on a 
warrant.charging misdemeanor. Clarke 
was carried before Justice of the Peace 
Bateman, but the case was removed to 
Justice Bloodworth’s court, where, it 
alleged. he was discharged. Clarke claims 
that he is not indebted to the defendants, 


is 


knew it before the warrant was issued. 

The petition alleges that the defendants 
loan money at rulnously usurious rates of 
interest and that the prosecution was car- 
ried on against Clarke for thb sole and 
only purpose of extorting money from 
him in direct violation of law and utter 
disregard for his rights. The prosecution 
is characterized as a malicious. attempt 
to use criminal process to collect an al- 
leged debt and to extort money from 
Clarke for the purpose of humiliating him, 
damaging him in his business, illega‘ly 
depriving him of his liberty and destroy- 
ing his good name. It is claimed this re- 
sulted from hatred and malice they bore 
Clarke. 

It is further alleged that the note given 
for the loan was ‘‘doctored.’’ It is stated 
that it was made payable to J. H. James 
and that this name was changed to that 
of A. L. James for the purpose of reliev- 
ing J. H. James from the lability for the 
malicious prosecution and to vitiate the 
order and decree of the court that had 
properly and legally discharged Clarke 
from the obligation. It is alleged that 
the defendants well knew at the time of 
their willful and malicious prosecution 
that they were violating the law. 

The defendants sent Clarke, it is claim- 
ed, a newspaper clipping, being a report 
of a certain trial in a committment court 
in Atlanta, where a person was bound 
over to a higher court to answer a criml- 
nal charge of a so-called ‘‘sale of salary 
note.”” It is stated that a letter also ac- 
companied this clipping, in which Clarke 
was threatened with prosecution un:ess 
he settled the claim, and alluded to this 
prosecution as his fate uniess he paid 
the defendants’ demands. 

It is alleged that by reason of this tna- 
licious prosecution Clarke has suffered 
great injury to his credit and reputation 
and has been brought into public scandal, 
infamy and disgrace with his friends, 
neighbors and others.

GOOD HEWS WAS ALL OUT 


Day’s News Did Not Bring -An- 
nouncement of Any New Gi- 
gantic Combination in Pros- 

pect — Stocks Closed 
Near the Lowest. 


New York, February 13.—Speculative liqui- 
dation was the order of the day today on the 
stock market, and toward the close of the day 
the selling became urgent in some of the stocks 
which have been highly manipulated in the 
progress of the extended advance, The deple- 
tion of margins and uncovering of stop loss or- 
ders were evidently responsible for some of the 
heavy offerings of stock which were tumbled 
upon the market in growing volume as the 
decline in prices proceeded. Generally speak- 
ing, there was a feeling in speculative circles 
that ‘the good news was all out,” to use a 
favorite Wall street phrase. The fact that 
the day’s news did not bring any announce- 
ment of a new gigantic combination in pros- 
pect of in course of achievement probably had 
much to do with this feeling. The highly sea- 
soned fare to which the Wall street palate 
has been accustomed leaves the speculation 
rather flat without its accustomed ‘‘bracer’’ of 
@ financial consolidation running up into the 
millions. The disinclination to look for further 
important developments in the immediate fu- 
ture was emphasized by the current reports 
of contemplated winter vacation trips by sev- 
eral of the capitalists who have been foremost 
figures in the great financial projects which 
have recently dazzled the speculative world. 
There has been gaily and even hourly ex- 
Pectation that the details of the financial plan 
for effecting a merger of the steel combina- 
tions would be officially given to the public. 
The delay in giving out this information has 
been trying to the nerves of some of the specu- 
lators long of the steel stocks, and they 

ught relief today more than on previous oc- 
asions since the projected merger became 
known by unloading their holdings. The re- 
peated rebuffs which the bears have received 
have made them yery timid and there was not 
much evidence of a demand to cover short 
accounts even at considerable declines. There 
was undoubtedly large short selling, however, 
today in the belief that an extended: period 
of reaction had been fairly inaugureted; a 
belief which has béen indulged in many times 
before in the course of the recent extraordinary 
market, The course of affairs in the money 
market gave substantial ground for apprehen- 
sion on the part of speculators dependent on 
loans for carrying their holdings. It is evi- 
dent that the recent enormous extension of 
credits for financing railroad combinations has 
much curtailed the future resources of the 
money market, The reflux of funds from cir- 
culation is distinctly less with the growing. ac- 
tivity of business requirements incident to the 
spring trade. The absence of American sub- 
scriptions of any important volume to the new 
British loan excites comment. It is due in 
part to the easier conditions of the foreign 
money market, which resulted in a price for 
the loan unattractive to American investors, 
but there can be no doubt that the narrowed 
surplus resources of the New York money mar- 
Ket also had to do with preventing American 
bids for the loan, The rate of sterling ex- 
change makes it evident that any considerable 
subscriptions for American account to the ex- 
chequer bonds would have necessitated gold 
exports, The January figures of exports of 
agricultural products, showing an increase of 
nearly $20,000,000 over those of the pre- 
ceding January, makes the condition the more 
extraordinary. It is believed that the return 
of American securities during the last few 
months has been in much larger volume than 
any of the usually accepted statistics indi- 
cate. London was a large speculative buyer 
of stocks here this morning, especially of At- 
chison and Norfolk and Western, but the 
heavy profit taking overcame the London’ buy- 
ing and swept nearly everything in the mar- 
ket below Monday's level. Western Union ani 
St. Louls and San Francisco second preferred 
were conspicuously strong and retained small 
gains, The most acute weakness was shown by 
Sugar, Missouri Pacific, the Steel stocks, To- 
bacco and the Grangers and Pacifics generally.

A CHARACTER NOT 
UNFAMILIAR TO WOMEN 


L. Graham Crozier Discusses Gotham 
and Is Impressed with Every- 
Day Anachkhronisms Rather 
Than with Inconsisten- 
cy and Pharisaism, 


T seems a iong step from Dolly 

Pritchett at the Georgia State Farm, 

to Miss Tyree’s conception of the char- 
acter of “Selma White,” in’ “Unleavened 
Breafi,” now running at the Savoy, but 
from the standpoint that extremes meet, 
there is no ‘nappropriateness in passing 
directly from the simple-minded daughter 
of the people who stands convicted by a 
justice-lhoving (7) commonwealth of a clime 
which even if committed is but the out< 
come of nature’s “excessive femininity,” 
to this character of Selma White. 

If the one is a child of nature, the other 
is distinctly the daughter of convention- 
ality, and from the unconscious egotism 
of the organic forces to the hyper-con- 
scious egotism that our artificial system 
has produced or rather fostered, there 
is but one step, and that a short one. 

The novel, ‘‘Unleavened Bread,” is the 
work of a man, an American man, and 
the conclusion that the drama forces upon 
the thoughtful observer is that man, at 
least the American man (I might al- 
most say the best types of American man- 
. hood), is most quickly and most effectual« 
ly won through that femininity which 


most thoroughly represents sensual self- 
ishness and biatant- egotism. For Selma 
White secures in the course of a few 
years three husbands, and in each case 
the man is more than an average repre- 
sentative of the class he represents. DI- 
yoreed from the first—a simple-hearted, 
honest fellow—deatn rids her of the sec- 
ond. (fn artistic nature which is striving 
to find expression through the career of 
the architect) and when the curtain rolls 
down on the last scene Selma has just an- 
_ wounced her engagement to No. 3—a pros- 
pective senator. The drama is in some 
ways so realistic that one can but feel 
that if the country unwittingly elects a 
widower or bachelor to the presidency 
that the senator will be in some way dis- 
posed of and that the chief executive of 
the greatest nation on earth will be found 
with bowed head and outstretched arms 
imploring Selma to become at one and 
the same time the first lady in the land 
ara the’ téfiservator of “the best that 
there is in him.”’ 

This type of woman is no new discovery 
to the members of her own sex. Women 
have nown her long, and some of them 
know her well; she is vulgar, yes; but 
dhe is -alao nearly always, (if successful, 
quite always) a woman of ability: in fact, 
her very vulgarity is but the manifesta- 
tion of force, but of a force that expends 
_ itself to accomplish ends purely personal 
and altogether material. Though the ex- 
sstence of the Selma Whites has long been 
recognized by women \who have so train- 
ed their powers as to be able to diserim- 
inate shades of social co! 6r, those 
women who to the power to observe have 
united the power to analyze cannot over- 
look the fact that the Selmas are socially 
a powerful element. But that which 
makes interesting this particular repre- 
sentative of the woman egoistic, is the 
naive, I may say the unconscious, admis- 
sion on the part of the man, the male, 
that this sort of woman is irresistibly at- 
tractive to the strongest of the strong 
sex. Ntna d’Enclos declared that the 
wantons among women may be divided 
jrito two classes—‘‘the one likes to be 
caressed, the other wants her bills paid.”’ 
‘“"The first,” she said, “often strays be- 
yond the limits prescribed by convention, 
while the second is, as a ruie, remarka- 
‘ply apt in fitting her conduct to the canon 
set up by society.” And perhaps it has 
been reserved for our country to produce 
the woman who can successfully combine 
the characteristics of the two. 

But, again, Nietzsche, who understood 
the hidden springs of social control more 
thoroughly than any man who has yet 
written, Nietzsche, the philosopher, sets 
it down ae an axiom that with woman the 
man, is never an end in himself, but al- 
ways the means to some other end, and it 
has occurred to me that the author of 
“TInleavened Bread” is substantiating, un- 
consciously, of course, Nietzsche's dic- 
tum. 

As the provincial strays in this Gotham 
from the temple of the muses to the 
temples of worship, the age seems one 
not #0 much of inconsistency and phar- 
asaism as of anachronisms. Think of 
Heber Newton preaching a series of ser- 
mons on “The Ethics of Jesus,”’ the ‘‘Sac- 
rifices of Jesus,”’ etc., in a church where 
the sittings are still gold to the high- 
est bidder, and that, too, ifi advance, in 
secret session, without giving an out- 
sider a chance, and then a rose leaf is 
aided to the brimming wine cup by the 


announcement that at the evening ser- ded 


vice (when Mr. Newton does not appear 
and when everything is on a less expen- 
sive scale) “the seats are free!” Verily, 
a lack of the sense of satire is often our 
surest, if not our only protection.

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PARDON ASKED FOR BRIDGES 


Appeal in Behalf of Floyd’s Former 
Fchool Commissioner.

HEARD BY THE PARDON BOARD 


Case Will Soon Be Acted Upon ant 
the Papers Sent to the 
Governor. 


An earnest effort is being made to se- 
cure the pardon of W. M. Bridges, former 
school commissioner of Floyd county, who 
was convicted of the embezzlement of 
something like $4,000 and sentenced. to 
serve foug years in the penitentiary. 

Judge Joel Branham and Major R. T. 
Fouche, of Rome, counsel] for Bridges, ap- 


‘peared before the prison commission yes- 


terday and made pleas in behalf of their 
client. The full board was present and 
the attorneys presented the. ease. with 
much earnestness and the hope that they 
would accomplish the desired end for 
their client, 

Bridges was convicted and sentenced 
about twelve months ago and the year in 
the penitentiary has told on him physical- 
ly, it is stated, to such an extent that he 
is almost a wreck. The attorneys pleaded 
that. Bridges was not guilty of the crime 
charged. They called attention to the 
fact that Chief Justice Simmons and Jus- 
tice A. J. Cobb, of the supreme court, dis- 
sented from the finding of that court sus- 
taining the lower court in the refusal to 
grant a new trial. The dissenting justices 
stated. that in their opinion Bridges could 
not be held criminally Hable. It was also 
shown to the commission that the jury 
before which Bridges was tried recom- 
mendéd that he be sentenced ag for a mis- 
demeanor. This recommendation was ig- 
nored by the trial court and the defendant 
was sentenced to the penitentiary. 

The prison commission will pass upon 
the cage some time this week and scua 
the papers to the governor.

Ordinance Has a Provision for Bus- 
inesses with Small Stocks. 


INSPECTOR SAYS GARRETT 1S WRONG 


He Claims That Schedule Prices 


Must Be Charged—Case Will Be 
Called This Afternoon.

One of the most interesting questions 
regarding the city tax ordinance and one 
that will affect many merchants of the 
city will be settled by Recorder Broyles 
this afternoon when he renders a decision 
in the case now pending’ against I. E. 
Garrett, manager of the Star Portrait 
Company. 

The matter is one that has been giving 
the license inspector a great deal of trou- 
ble, as it involves hundreds of the smaller 
merchants and business men of the city 
and materially affects the city’s income 
in this one branch of taxes. The present 
case is the first test case ever made, 
although the city attorney has been con- 
sulted regarding it many times. 

The charge against Mr. Garrett is that 
of failing to pay license for doing busi- 
ness, and was made by Inspector Jumbo 
Hunter. It is claimed that Mr. Garrett 
offered to pay the city $10 per year as a 
license, but the clerk demanded the sum 
of $2. The manager claims that one sec- 
tion of the tax ordinance provides that 
all business of this nature, where a stock 
the value of which is less than $1,000 is 


carried, the sum of $10 is all that is re- 
quired per year. On the other hand, the 
inspector insists the ordinance requires 
that persons conducting the same busi- 
ness as does Mr. Garrett pay the city $25 
per year. 

The case was called yesterday after- 
noon, but Inspector Hunter asked that it 
be continued until this afternoon so that 
he might have the city attorney present 
to present his side of the question. This 
was done by the recorder. 

When asked for his side of the ques- 
tion by a reporter of The Constitution 
last night, Mr. Garrett said: 

“For the past ten years I have been 
paying the sum of $25 per year as license 
for the conduct of our business, but re- 
cently I have been questioning myself 
as to whether or not I was paying more 
than the law required. So I secured a 
copv of the tax ordinance and began 
studying it. Then I decided I had been 
paying too much, for though the sched- 
ule of prices calls for $25 per year, there 
is a. provisional section of the ordinance 
expressly stating that where the stock 
carried was less than the value of $1,000 
only $10 per year should be collected. 
And on this section I base my claim for 
a reduction. 

“There are hundreds of merchants in 
this city conducting businesses where the 
stock carried is of less value than $1,000 
who have been paying as I have, and if 
my suit is won it is probable that all of 
them will refuse to pay the amount de- 
manded by the clerk and the inspec- 
tor.”’ 

Mr. Garrett is manager of the Star Por- 
trait Company, and conducts a picture 
framing business at 100 Whitehall street. 
He claims he does not carry a stock 
the value of which is as much as $1,000. 
The schedule of licenses provides that 
“dealers in pictures or picture frames”’ 
shall pay a license of $25. Section 24 of 
the tax ordinance provides persons con- 
ducting business or pursuing an occupa- 
tion shall be taxed “according to the 
rates severally prescribed by ordinances 
regulating the same for each pursuit, 
employment or occupation, and for each 
different and separate line and character 
of goods especially enumerated in the 
schedule contained in section 27 of the 
ordinance, provided no person or firm 
whose stock of goods is $1,000 or less shall 
pay more than one registration tax of 
$10 per annum, including fish, oysters and 
ice at retail.’’ 

The city clerk and inspector claim that 
the provision in the above section of 
the general tax ordinance does not af- 
fect the amount for license as required 
in the printed schedule, and have always 
collected the amount named therein. 

The city attorney will .be called upon 
to present the city’s side of the question 
this afternoon, when the case will be 
called in the recorder’s court and a de- 
cision upon the dispyted question ren- 


dered.

Robbery Case Comes to Abrupt End in 
| Criminal Court. 

WAS HUMOROUS INCIDENT. 


Judge Fite Thought One of the Wit- 
nesses. Was Intoxicated. 


WITNESS DENIED THAT HE WAS DRUNK 


Judge Fite Advised Solicitor Hill 
To Charge the Entire Affair 
Up to Drunkenness. 


Judge Fite tried a very intoxicating case 
yesterday afternoon in the criminal su- 
perior court, or one in which whisky play- 
ed an important part. The case might be 
termed a little comedy side issue to a 
day’s proceedings, which otherwise were 
of a very serious nature. 

Charley Vaughn, a young white man, 
was placed on trial on the charge of lar? 
ceny after trust. Vaughn was charged 
with having given H. T. Hardin, a store- 
keeper near the Seaboard Air-Line rail- 
road yards, a drink of “Knockout” whis- 
ky and robbed him of $6. 

The storekeeper took the stand and 
testified that Vaughn came to his store 
and gave him a drink of whisky. Hardin 
saig_he then took out of his pocket a roll 
of bills, amounting to $68, and allowed 
Vaughn to count them. He did not statg 
whether the drink caused him to do this. 
In a few minutes he became drowsy, he 
testified, and then went to sleep with his 
head on his hand. When he awoke from 
his slumber he says Vaughn and his 
money, which he had _ replaced in his 
pocket, were gone. 

On cross-examination it was shown that 
he had taken three other drinks during 
the day and that there were other persons 
in the store who could have stolen the 
money. The defense endeavured to prove 
that men had gathered at the store on 
different occasions and imbibed from the 
bottle. The next witness for the state 
testified that he was at the store on the 
night the mqney was stolen, but he didn’t 
know who took it. 

As this witness left the stand Judge Fite 
turned to him and asked: “How much 
does Judge Briles fine a man for being 
drunk in his court?’ There was no an- 
swer and tbe judge continued: 

“Are you drunk?’ 

‘No, sir,’”’ was the prompt reply. 

“Well, you may pot be drunk,” said the 
judge, “but you have that appearance. 
You staggered off of the witness stand 
like you were drunk. At any rate I will 
just state .to you that if you come back 
here again intoxicated I will fine you just 
double the amount usually assessed by 
Judge Briles.” 

“Your honor.” said Solicitor Hill, “I, 
think the state has failed to make out a 
case against this defendant and I will ask 
for a verdict of not guilty. We relied on 
that last witness for our strongest evi- 
dence. We haven’t proved anything. ex- 
cept that all of these men were drunk. I 


your honor, in order to clear my skirts. 
and that is—”’ 

“Oh, well, Mr. Hill.”” interrupted the 
judge with a smile, ‘‘I am perfectly satis- 
fied you are sober.’ This sally from the 
bench created a laugh over the courtroom. 
“As I was going to say.”’’ continued the 
solicitor, “Mr. Hardin was the only wit- 
ness before the grand jury and it was on 
his evidence a true bill was returned.”’ 

‘Well, it seems to me that you had just 
better charge this entire affair up to 
drunkenness,” said the judge. And as 
this appeared to be the proper entry for 
the case the prisoner was given his 
liberty. 


Several Cases Disposed Of. 


Judge Fite had a busy day and disposed 
of a number of cases, embracing a variety 
of charges. The judge is demonstrating 
fully his ability as a speedy dispatcher of 
court business, and as a result the docket 
is being rapidly cleared. Court was not 
adjourned yesterday afternoon until 5 
o’clock. 

Albert White, a negro. received the 
heaviest sentence of the day—five years. 
White was convicted of the charge of 
burglary, it being alleged that ha had’ 
stolen a quantity of brass from the ware- 
house of the Winship Machine Company. 

The trial of Pat Jett, the white man, for 
assault with intent to murder, and which 
was begun Tuesday afternoon, was con- 
cluded yesterday. The jury returned a 
verdict, finding the defendant guilty of 
stabbing and Judge Fite sentenced him to 
pay a fine of $100 and costs. 

‘This affair is just simply the result of 
a drunken fight, Jett,’’ said the judge, 
in delivering his sentence. ‘Now you go 
home and charge it to your whisky ac- 
count and tell your wife you have done 
so.”’ 

Some of the more important cases on 
the docket will probably be reached today. 
The Baker insanity hearing will likeiy be 
called this mornigg and if it goes to trial 
it will consume probably two days. If this 
case is not tried the Glenn and Garner 
and the Looney and Slaughter cases may 
be called. 

John Blackstock was placeg on trial 
yesterday afternoon on the charge of as- 
sault with intent to murder. Blackstock 
is alleged to have cut Homer Thompson, 
son of Police Captain Thompson, in Bell- 
wood in December. The case will be con- 
cluded today. 

Judge Fite has a large number of 
friends in Atlanta and he is being shown 
considerable attention during. his stay 
here. He ig in the hands of Solicitor 
Charley Hill and it is needless to state 
that he will have a good time.

Developed ‘That Dr. F: C. Clark Has 
‘Mania for The. 


CASE BEFORE JUDGE FITE| 


Physician Was Charged with Steal- 
ing Some Surgical Instruments. 


WANTED TO ENTER PLEA OF GUILTY 
anpenenipgreieiicsee 
Solicitor Hill Would Not Allow Him 
To Do So—Clark Will Be Tried 


Before Ordinary for Lunacy. 


Judge Fite and Solicitor Hill had to deal 
with a remarkable case yesterday after- 
noon in the criminal superior court. Dr. 
F. C. Clark, a young physician, was the 
defendant and it developed that he is 
aftifeted with a mania to steal. After as- 
certaining the nature of the case the judge 
and solicitor decided to have Dr. Clark 
tried before the ordinary instead of in the 
criminal court, 

The physician was charged with steal- 
ing some surgical instruments and when 
the case was called Solicitor Hill stated 
to Judge Fite that he understood Dr. 
Clark was not responsible for his actions. 
He stated that the doctor had admitted 
stealing the instruments and had also 
told of his other escapades, seeming to 
regard them very lightly. 

“This is a very peculiar case, your hon- 
or,”’ sald the solicitor. “It seems from 
all of the evidence obtained that the doc- 
ter is not responsible for his actions, and 
I think he should be given attention. He 
is really an object of pity. He does not 
deny taking the instruments and wants 
to plead guilty. I do not intend to allow 
him to plead guilty, however, as I believe 
his case is one for the ordinary.” 

A letter was produced written by Dr. 
Clark’s brother in which he stated that 
his brother han been uwice stricken with 
paralysis. 

Dr, Clark was in the courtroom, but he 
did not have the appearance of an insane 
man. He was questioned by Judge Fite 
and answered all of his questions in a 
very intelligent manner. His chief trou- 
ble seems to be kleptomania. The judge 
asked him if he ‘stole the instruments. 
“Certainly,” replied he, laughing. 

In answer to other questions he stated 
that he nad been in an insane asylum 
at Toledo, O., and that he had been tried 
before for stealing. He saifi the jury turn- 
ei him loose, but’ for what reason he did 
not know.

MORE INFORMATION WANTED 


Appeal May Be Made to the News- 
papers of the South To 
Furnish It, 


The executive committee of the Inter- 
state Cotton Growers’ Association will 
hold a meeting at the capitol today for 
the purpose of discugsing plans in connec- 
tion with the coming cotton season, the 
best method of holding back the acreage 
which seems in great danger of being 
largely increased, an@ generally whas 
should be done to hold up the present high 
price of the staple. 

The following dispatch to The Constitu- 
tion from Natchez, Miss., gives an idea of 
one iine that the discussions before the 
committee may take: 

Natchez, Miss., February 13.—Captain 
John F. Jenkins left Natchez today for 
Atlanta, Ga., to attend the meet- 
ing tomorrow of the executive com- 
mittee of the Interstate Cotton 
Growers’ Association. Captain Jen- 
kins is a member of this committee 
and proposes to introduce a resolution in 
conformity with the plan suggested by 
The Natchez Democrat of July, 1899, ap- 
pealing to the southern press to publish 
more statistica] matter on the cotton 
situation and to regulate the marketing of 
the crop. 

The reports of the cotton market for the 
past several seasoys show that the prac- 
tice is to market two-thirds of the entire 
crop in the first four months of the season 
and only one-third in thé Jast eight 
months. This produces a congested mar- 
ket in the early part of the season and a 
decline in price invariably follows in the 


first four months, no matter how small 
the crop may be. 


A “Two-Stcry” Street.
